Want More Favorable Terma, 


There is a feeling in Wall street that the big 
banks are trying to force the Treasury De- 
partment to make more favorable terms to 
them than they see in the bond issue proposed. 
Speaking of this, one of, the most prominent 
bank Presidents said yesterday: ‘ The banks 
of this city are making a great mistake in the 
attitude they are assuming onj this bond 
question. They may think they can force 
the Secretary or Congress to do just what 
they wish by frustrating the attempts of 
the former to replenish the gold 
reserve, but they will find they are playing 
with fire, They don’t know the temper of 
Congress in this bond matter if they think 
they can make a failure of the proposed 5 
per cent bond issue and thereby compel Con- 
gress to authorize an issue of 3 per cents. It 
is much easier to get a measure through Con- 
gress just now authorizing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to begin the eoinage of the sil- 
ver seigniorage than to have a bill authoriz- 
ing a bond issue passed.

SUIT OF THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR, 


Arguments Made for a Preliminary In- 
junction Against the Bonds, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 20,—General Mas- 
ter Workman Sovereign |and Thomas B. Me- 
Guire of the general executive board of the 
Knights of Labor at 10 o’clock this morning 
by their attorneys, C. ©. Cole of Des Moines, 
Ia.; Senator Allen of Nebraska, and J. War- 
ner Mills of Denver, appeared before Judge 
Cox of the Supr2me Court of the District | of 
Columbia and made application to file a_ bill 
in equity praying that an injunction issue re- 
straining John G, Carlisle, Secretary of the 
Treasury, from issuing and selling $50,000,- 
000 in government bonds, as he has an- 
nounced his purpose of doing. An examina- 
tion of the bill, as filed, shows that certain 
material changes and additions have been 
made to it by counsel. These changes, which 
did not appear in the published abstract, are, 
first, that Mr. McGuire of the executive 
board is made a party to the suit with Mr. 
Sovereign, both being citizens and taxpayers 
of the United States. Second, the following 
additional allegation is made: 

And the said John Griffin Carlisle, as Secretary 
of the Treasury, is now engaged in and directing 
the expenditure of public moneys of the United 
States in the preparation and proposed placing 
on the market for sale of the unlawful issue of 
the bonds hereinbefore referred to, and is threat- 
ening and is about to make further illegal ‘ex- 
penditures on such behalf, and is preparing and 
threatening illegally to expend the public 
moneys of the United States for installments of 
interest, and also for the principal of said bonds, 
all of which said expenditures and  con- 
templated expenditures are unlawful in 
this—to-wit: That the said bonds -con- 
stitute or are intended to constitute 
contracts with the United States which said 
John Griffin Carlisle, Secretary aforesaid, is by 
law prohibited from making, as being contracts

A second insertion in the bill prays ‘that the in- 
junction may be made to restrain the Secretary 
from expending public moneys in preparing and 
issuing the contemplated bonds. 

Argument of Mr. Wilson, 

Mr. Jere Wilson of the law firm of Shella- 
barger & Wilson opened for the petitioners. 
The question involved, he said, was of very 
great gravity and of supreme importance. 
The application was for a rule upon the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to show cause why he 
should not be restrained from issuing $50,- 
000.000 in bonds, and to that amount in- 
creasing the debt of the, United States. It 
was neither required nor proper at this time 
to go deeply into the merits of the case ori 
ther than to show that there was a prima faci 
cause for the issuance of the rule applied for. 
Mr. Wilson read abstracts from an editorial 
in a New York paper in which it was argued 
that if there was any doubt as to the Secre- 
tary’s authority to issue the contemplated 
bonds it would be much better to have that 
question decided at once and for all before 
further complications arose. This was the 
purpose of the petitioners in coming ‘to this 
court, which was the only court under the 
law to which a citizen could apply to restrain 
an administrative officer from doing that 
which he ought not to do. 

The bill was then read to the court by Mr. 
Mills. 

Mr. Wilson, resuming his argument, read 
several authorities and decisions tending to 
establish the jurisdiction of this court in mat- 
ters of this character, and making it the duty 
of the court to restrain a public officer from 


doing what he proposed to do if in the judg- 


ment of the court there was no authority of 
law for his contemplated act. He also read 
and commented upon Sec. 3,732 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, which in effect prohibits the 
making of any contracts involving the ex- 
penditure of the public moneys by an officer 
of the government, except in certain specified 
contingencies, arismg in the War and Navy 
Departments, unless an appropriation had 
been made therefor. 
Not According to]Law. 

Mr. Wilson argued that the preparation of 
these bonds involved not only an expenditure 
which was clearly inhibited by this act, but 
the bonds themselves involved a contract 
which was as clearly prohibited. Judge Wilson 
quoted from the act of. Jan. 14, 1875, for the 
purpose of showing that the only purpose for 
which the bonds authorized therein could be 
used was tor the redemption of legal tender 


notes then outstandmg. Also from the act of 
July 14, 1870, to show that the bond issue 


there authorized was for the sole purpose of . 


refunding the then existing debt of the United 


States. 


Senator Allen spoke briefly ia support of 
the motion. He said the laws of the United 
States were the chart and compass of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and he was the creat- 
ure of the law, which clearly defines 
his every duty and obligation.

ARE READY TO SHOOT. 


SHERIFFS TO PUT DOWN THE RIOTERS 
; IN MANSFIELD DISTRICT. 


Heavily Armed They Are Decided to 
Capture Every Man Who Betrays Hos- 
tile I ntentions—Beadling Brothers Forti- 
fy Their Plant with Cannon and Rifles 
Cherry Miners Intimidated by the 
MobeCrank Threatens to Use Dynamite 
on Cincianati’s Mayor. 

Prrrssura, Pa., Jan. 29.—[Special.]—-The 
excitement in the Mansfield coal mining dis- 
trict today was intense, and as midnight ap- 
proached the feelings of the peace-loving 
residents were wrought up to the highest 
pitch.: Sheriff Richards was planning a 
wholesale raid on a meeting of 
rioters, and the preparations carried on secret- 
ly looked as if slaughter might result. The 
meeting is to be held in a picnic grove in the 
woods about one-half mile from Mansfield. 
It was postponed from last midnight, when 
it was decided not to do anything 
more towards getting the © workers 
out of the mines until after 
the meeting tonight. The absence of ammu 
nition also had something to do with the fail- 
ure to carry out the plan of attack on the 
mines. Tifis information was given out to 
Sheriff Richards today and he will attempt to 
capture every man if any assemblage is held. 
One hundred picked officers with rifles will 
If the rioters resist they will 
shot down, as there is little sympathy for 
them, | 

The operators have fortified their mines 
against attack. Beadling Bros., at whose 
plant Frank Stesig was shot Saturday, have 
made a small garrison of their tipple. Today 
they secured a gatling gun and placed it in 
such a position it will be impossible for the 
rioters to reach the tipple without 
great loss of life. On the hill directly 
across from the pit mouth they have 
placed a cannon to repel any invasion into the 
valley. Portholes, behind which stand men 
with rifles have been made in the sides of the 
tipple building. In addition to the four Bead- 
lmg brothers and a dozen or more employés a 
squad of the Sheriff’s officers guard the place. 

All the other operators have taken simular 
precautions against attack. The largest squad 
of guards is now at the mines of W. P. Rend 
at McDonald, where preparations for an at- 
tack tonight were made by the rioters. 

At W. J. Morgan’s plant the proprietor will 
fight the strikers with coal. All the steps 
leading to thé top of the tipple were cut away 
with the exception of one ladder. The latter 
stands diregtly under the chute through which 
the coal ig dropped from the mine cars to 
gondolas standing on the Pan-Handle riil- 
road tracks. Should any persons not hav- 
ing business in the tipple attempt 
to climb the ladder tons of 
coal will be dropped down on them. ‘The air 
is filled with rumors of attacks to be made. 
Thirty-four arrests have been made so far 
and there are warrants out for 125 more 
men, 

Workmen Frightened hy Threats. 

MansFievp, Pa., Jan. 29.—Hostilities have 
broken out in a new source. The rioters are 
now directing their attention toward the Cher- 
ry Mines at Hayes Station, on the line of the 
Pan-Handle railroad. At this place, which is 
tour miles from Mansfield, are situated the 
mines and tipple of ‘ Morris McCue. 
J J. Boyle ib manager of the 
works. There have 
ous demonstrations here 
the miners assembled for work this mérning 
their attention was attracted to a notice posted 
on the blacksmith shop. In plain words the 
notice announced that unless the miners quit 
work and went home they would be assaulted. 
One hundred and twenty-five men are now 
working in this mine, amorg whom are a 
majority of American citizens. There are 
also Slavs and Swedes, 

Some of the men became alarmed at the 
threats and suggested that the mine be de- 
serted. ‘The question was agitated until it was 
considered advisable to hold a meeting. The 
miners were all sumimoned from their work 
and requested to meet in one of the pit-rooms. 
It was a weird meeting. A mile or so back in 
the earth from the sunlight, the miners as- 
sembled beneath the flickering lights of their 
pit lamps to decide whether or not they 
should! obey the threatening mandates of 
a. lawless, ignorant horde of foreigners. 
The timid (element predominated, for 
the vote of décision resulted in favor of obey- 
ing the mob, Shortly after there issued from 
the mouth of the mine the entire band of wurk- 
men. The works had to be shutdown. The 
miners went quietly to their homes. When 
work will be zesumed cannot be stated, since 
this willdepend upon the returning courage 
of the miners, The present indications are 
that they prefer to lose their positions rather 
than to return to the mines under threats of 
losing their lives.

Mahony, boss of the Cherry mine stable, 
this evening shortly after dark. He was stand.

Trouble at Ridgway Bishop Mines. 
BRIDGEVILLE,Pa., Jan. 29.—Serious trouble 
is reported at the Bridgeville and McDonald 
Branch, where are located the Ridgway Bish- 
op mines. A force of 200 workmen went to 
work there this morning without molestation, 
but since then a crowd of foreigners has been 
making hostile demonstrations. Aid was tel- 
egraphed for to Mansfield and a special posse 
of deputies has been ordered to this district. 
Upto this time the Ridgway Bishop mines 
have not figured in the strike. According to 
the statement of Operator W. R. Wilson this 
morning the rioters are traveling that way. 
In this section, which is known as the Miller’s 
Run District, are the mines of the Pittsburg 


and Northwestern Coal company, Steen &° 


Greiner, Standard Coal company, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania wines, W. P. Rend’s mines, 
Nos. 2 and 4, and the Ridgway Bishop mine. 

A tour of the riot district was made this 
morning*on horseback by a reporter. At 
every point there is a nervous expectancy. At 
Heidleburg, near Woodville, the village was 
to all appearances almost deserted. Heidle- 
burg is the headquarters of the leaders of the 
riotous element. Three groups of Anarchists 
Meetings were held 
every night last week, and it was at these 
meetings that the plans of Saturday’s disas- 
trous work were concocted. It is said large 
supplies of ammunition and dynamite have 
been secreted near-Heidleburg by the foreign- 
ers. A squad of deputies probably will search 
the shanties occupied by the Huns, Poles, and 
Slavs tomorrow. It is learned at this 
place that another call for'deputies has been 
issued by the ~ constable’ at the Ridgway 
Bishop Coal company mines at Ridgway. It 
is also reported that serious trouble is mo- 
mentarily expected among the miners at Coal 
Center, Washington County.

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not just nor honest and that nothing 
but the minimum salaries were shown. 
The employés claim the petition misled the 
court by giving an entirely erroneous idea in- 
stead of showing honest averages. Had they 
a chance to contest the petition in the court 
they think those facts could have been readily 
shown.

Denver. Colo., Jan. 29.—Regarding sensa- 
tional dispatches from Omaha announcing 
that the Union Pacific would make a 10 per 
cent cut in salaries, General Superintendent 
Deuel of the Union Pacific, who returned this 
morning from Omaha, says em phat- 
ically there is no general cut at all; 
that the alleged cut is nothing 
more than an equalization of wages 
which has been in contemplation for some 
time. The Gulf road will not, in all proba- 
bility, make acut on employés. Receiver 
Trumbull has taken no such step, and an of- 
ficial today said the Gulf would not cut. It is 
said the next move in the courts in the Union 
Pacific case will be a request similar to that 
granted in Nebraska asking the court to con- 
sent to the reduction in wages of the Colorado 
Union Pacific employés. Itis thought the 
Judge will not look upon it with favor. 

[Concerning the injunction issued by Judge 
Dundy of the United States Court at Lincoln, 
Neb., restraining employés of the Union Pacific 
road, whose wages had recently been reduced, 
from ontering into any agreement to strike 
through the agency of labor organizations or 
otherwise, Frank Sweeney, ex-Grand Master of 
the Switchmen’s Union, said: “It scarcely goes 
co far as the decision of Judge Caldwell in the 
case of the Northern Pacific employés.

He Keeps the Hocking Valley Miners and 
Operators Apart, , 

Cotumbvus, O., Jan. 29.—- |Special. ]}—Thirty 
Hocking Valley coal operators were at Weir- 
wein’s Hail this morning expecting to tind the 
hall filled with miners, but were disappointed. 
It appears that President Nagent of the Ohio 
Miners’ Union spoiled the conference by tel- 
egraphing all the local unions not to pay any 
attention to the call issued by the operators, 
as the proposed conference had not been in- 
dorsed by the officers of the union; neither 
had they been consulted about it, 
The operators were considerably put out, 
H, D. Turney said the operators were not in- 
clined to force matters toan issue with the 
miners and would probably leave them to 
come toterms of their own accord, They 
had been notified by the operators ofa con- 
templated reduction of 20 cents a* ton for 
mining and 50 cents a day forday work, and 
if they concluded finally to go to work for 
that price their jobs were open for them. The 
operators did not contemplate a lockout and 
hoped the miners would not inaugurate a 
strike, but could not predict what the out- 
come would be, Another operator stated that 
an effort would be made next Friday to secure 
a meeting of the Shawnee and Straitsville 
operators and miners.

The 
corridors and stairways of the City Hall were 
packed with laborers at an early hour, all 
eager to secure the coveted ticket which gave 
them the right to get a job, The Mayor, as- 
sisted by members of. the Citizens’ commit- 
tee in the distribution, decided to give mar- 
ried men preference. Up to noon 1,000 men 
had been given jobs in the various depart- 
ments. Hundreds were disappointed, but 
their turn comes next.

‘GAS FOR COMMUTERS. 


ILLINOIS OENTRAL TO TAKE OUT 
ITS OIL LAMPS, 


Saburban Travelers Glad That the Dis- 
agreeable Odors and Blinding Smoke 
Are to GoeTrains to Be Furnished with 
the New Apparatus and Put in Service 
One at a Time—Some of the Advantages 
of the New System Explained by a Rail- 
road Ofiicial. 


The newspaper paragrapher will soon be out 
of a job, for the joke about the smoky oil 
lamp and the suburbanite is likely to be an- 
cient history in Chicago at an early date. The 
Illinois Central suburban system hes now 
fallen into line with the Northwestern, the 
Monon, the ** Big Four,”’ the Alley * L,”’ the 
Lake Street “ L,’”’ Mr. Yerkes’ North Side 
cable, and the Pullman company and will use 
gas instead of oil. 

This will be cheering news for the thou- 
sands of suburbanites who travel from and 
to South Chicago, Harvey, Blue Island, and 
intermediate points by this suburban system, 
which carries more commuters than any sub- 
urban system in the United States. Experi- 
ments have been in progress for several weeks 
with the Pintsch system of compressed gas 
lighting, which is the system used on the other 
roads mentioned, Second Vice-President Har- 
rahan said yesterday : 

“The thing most in need of improvement 
in our suburban system is the old-fashioned 
oil lamps. These lamps at best are smoky. 
If one happens to be turned too high, in addi- 
tion to the smoke, which soon cuts off the 
light, there isa disagreeable odor. The use 
of gas was adopted on the limited vestibuled 
trains. of the Illinois Central some time ago, 
and we have begun experiments with the end 
in view of putting gas on the suburban cars. 
Three or four of the coaches were fitted with 
gas burners—one with two lighte, another 
with three, and on up to six, to ascertain the 
number needed for givinga perfect light. 
These experiments showed that four drop 
lights, with four burners each, would give all 
the light necessary. Now the question is prac- 
tically settled that the cars will be equipped 
with the gas, four lights beimg placed in each, 
making sixteen jets for each car. 

Advantages of the System, 

**Gas makes a much more satisfactory light 
than oil, and as many of the patrons like to 
read while on the cars [am sure they would 
appreciate the change. We have in the sub- 
urban service 192 cars, and to make the 
change from oilto gas will require some 
time, We will have to take off a train or two 
at atime. As soon as one lot of cars are ready 
for service they will be put on and as many 
more taken off. The plan now is to substi- 
tute new cars of the suburban type for the 
coaches beingrun on the express trains to 
Sixty-third street. These will be equipped 
with gas. 

‘* The system with which we have been ex- 
perimenting is the most successful in use on 
railroads. Gas used in this system is differ- 
ent from ordinary illuminating gas and is 
manufactured by the company which equips 
the cars. Pipes now run into our yards from 
the works and there would be no necessity of 
further pipes. The iimited trains running to 
New Orleans make the round trip. 1,830 
miles, with one filling of the tanks under- 
neath the cars.” 

New York’s Plight. 

While Chicago is rapidly getting rid of oil 

~ The report of the New York Railroad 
Commissioners just made public denounces 
the lighting of cars with oil and says passen- 
ger coachea should be lighted by gas or elec- 
tricity. This recommendation ‘applies with 
great force to elevated roads.’’ The report 
continues: “The large number of people 
using them are entitled to some better light 
than that given from an oil lamp, to say noth- 
ing of the avdidance of oil dropping on the 
clothing of passengers.”’ 


VESSELS AT THE MERCY OF A STORM. 


Part of the Crew of a Schooner Rescued 
During a Heavy Gale. 
GriovucesTEerR, Mass., Jan. 29.—[Special. ]— 
In a heavy southeast gale accompanied with a 
snow-storm tonight the Aberdeen, a Glouces- 


| ter fishing schooner, went ashore off the home 


harbor on the far side of Eastern Point. It 
was making for the home port from Georges 
when the skipper lost his bearings and the 
boat went upon the rocks. Joseph Viator, 
one of the crew, succeeded in swimming 
ashore. The sea was heavy, and shortly 
after striking the boat was washed away. 
The vessel has 10,000 pounds of fish on board 
and is insured in the Gloucester Mutual. 
Eight members of the crew: have been safely 
landed. Capt. Davis and three seamen re- 
main on the wreck. When the tide ebbs a lit- 
tle more they will be landed without difficulty. 
The storm has increased toa heavy gale, and 
a high sea is breaking along shore, The ves- 
sel will probably be a total loss. 

New York, Jan. 29.—[Speciat.|—While the 
storm raged this afternoon a large three- 
masted schooner was discovered by Capt. 
Lambert B. Edwards of Life-Saving Station 
No. 6, at Deal Lake, flying signals of distress. 
It was two milgs off shore, opposite Shark 
River Inlet, was a couple of miles south of 
Asbury Park. The surf ran so high that it 
was impossible to launch the life- 
saving boats. The vessel’s name could 
not .be made out from its signals, 
owing to the fog. The schooner cast anchor, 
and up to dark had only dragged its anchors 
a short distance. It had a slight chance of 
keeping off the beach by beating out to sea. 
When last seen by the life-savers the waves 
were dashing over it and it was lying low in 
the water. At9o’clock it was impossible to 
tell whether the schooner was in danger of 
coming on shore, as it had fired no rockets. 
The wind had then increased in velocity and 
the surf was the highest’ seen at Asbury Park 
since the severe storm of August last. The 
foliowing account of a storm dated Province- 
town, Mass., Jan. 28, has just been received 
here by mail: The gale struck this place yes- 
terday morning with a heavy downpour of 
rain which lasted till the streets were flooded. 
It then turned to snow. The wind in- 
creased to a _ hurricane. Trees are 
broken down or torn up by the roots, 
the telegraph poles of the Western Union 
company from here to North Truro, a dis- 
tance of seven miles, are down. At 9:30 p. 
m. the morning mail arrived from Boston, 
having been stuck in a sngwbank. The life 
station men report that the government tele- 
phone from Rice Point to Montomoy, the en- 
tire length of Cape Cod, is useless. No 
wrecks are reported.

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DISTURBING RUMORS ABOUT A BANK. 


Grave Irregularities Are Alleged in Re- 
gard to a Duluth Concern, 

Duturx, Minn., Jan. 29.—[{Special.]—A 
bank sensation is threatened. It has been an 
open secret for some time that the American 
Loan and Trust company was in difficulties. 
It is positively known that some months ago 
the manager of the concern was summarily 
removed, anew manager put in, and that 
no deposits have been received since 
that time. It is known also that the 
city has some money and the county 
$100,000 on deposit which they have been 
unable to obtain. In a communication to the 
Council tonight Mayor D’Antremont practi- 
cally charged that $15,000 of the city’s cash 
had been misappropriated.

Bie Reduction in Pensions Is Planned by 
the Democrats. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan, 29,—[Special.]— 
The old soldiers are expected to be heard 
from as a resultof the agreement of the 
House Committee on Appropriations to re- 
port the pension bill at $150,000,000, ora 
reduction of $15,000,000 on last year. 
There is a sharp difference of opinion in the 
committee as to the propriety of this reduc- 
tion, the Republican members claiming that 
it is the result of overzealous economy on 
the part of Pension Commissioner Lochren.

Wasuineton, D, C., Jan. 20.—Mr. Stewart

CLAIMS TO HYPNOTIZE BY TELEPHONE. 


Prof. Gregorowitch Tries an Experiment 
from Chicago to Milwaukee. 

Prof. J. A. Gregorowitch of Warsaw, Rus- 

sia, stood at a telephone in a Chicago news- 

paper office yesterday and commanded three 

women-and one man in the Pabst Café, Mil- 

waukee; to go to sleep. Word.came back 


Russian said he had hypnotized them over the 
wire. Who and what these four subjects were 
and what further they did the nan in Milwau- 
kee cou'd not or would not tell. After a 
great deal of trouble with the wire the pro- 
fessor a second time commanded the four 
to sleep, wake up in three minutes, and have 
a fit of hysterics. Whether his command was 
obeyed or not could not be made out from 
the replies received from Milwaukee, Prof, 
Gregorowitch admitted that one of the sub- 
jects was well known to him and that he was 
‘‘a good subject.’”’. The professor says he 
first tried this power on a Russian officer in 
Warsaw five years ago and that it worked suc- 
cessfully. 

Minwavxgs, Wis., Jan, 29.—(Special.|—A 
man in Chicago hypnotizing people in Mil- 
waukee by telephone wasa feat apparently 
accomplished this afternoon by Prof. Gregoro- 
witch, the Russian hypnotist. Sill there ex- 
isted among some of the witnesses a doubt as 
to whether it was really accomplished, for 
the reason that the experiment was only 
made on picked subjects, while vol- 
unteers were rejected. Prof. Gregoro- 
witch’s subjects were in the Pabst 
Café in this city, which was crowded 
by people anxious to witness the test. 
The subjects were three women ‘and a man, 
who came with Prof. Fred L. Mertens, a 
magnetic healer. The subjects seated them- 
selves on chairs arranged near the telephone. 
Soon the bell rang. The woman nearest the 
‘phone answered. ‘Then the following con- 
versation took place: 

‘“*Mrs, Smith?’ 

**T am Mrs. Smith, Pabst Building, Mil- 
waukee, Is this Dr. Gregorowitch?”’ 

** Yes, Mrs. Smith.”’ 

‘* We have got your current.”’ 

The woman holding the telephone ear in- 


bor and the other two completed the line of 
connection. Then Mrs, Smith began to twist 
and turn her body. In a few seconds she fell 
limp or ** asleep.’’ Then the next woman be- 
gan to go to sleep, then the man, and finally 
the last woman. Mrs. Smith held to the 
‘phone until all were asleep. The positions 
of the subjects after being put to sleep were 
as follows: Two women over chairs and the 
third woman and man sitting asleep in 
chairs. The subjects remained in the 
spell exactly seven minutes, when they were 
released by Prof. Mertens, under instructions 
he had previously received from Prof. Gregor- 
owiteh. The subjects appeared dazed and _ it 
was some time before they apparently fully 
recovered. They all refused to give their 
names, The name of Smith, given by the 
woman at the phone, as evidently assumed. 
All of the subjects were apparently poor peo- 
ple und Germans. 

After the first experiment was overa woman 
among the spectators stepped to the phone 
and, calling to Prof. Gregorowitch, ex- 
pressed her willingness to be hypnotized. 
She was a stranger to the. professor and 
he declined. She dropped the telephone in dis- 
gust. Then a man in the audience volunteered 
as asubject, but with no better success. After a 
lapse of fifteen minutes Prof, Gregorowitch 
again called for Mrs, Smith. This time she 
appeared alone. After a few «questions on 
the ‘phone she began to sink gradually in an 
apparently unconscious condition to the floer. 
She was supported by Prof. Mertens. 
She still held the ‘phone to i her 
ear and Prof. Mertens apparently had con- 
siderable difficulty in releasing her hold on 
the instrument.

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Union Pacific Serves Notice Upon the Ca- 
nadian Pacific That It Cannot Have 
Its DifferentialseFight on California 
Points May Follow—Western Union 
Can Keep Ita Railroad Linese=Lfight 
Freight Shipments to the East Out of 
Chicago—Ralilroad Notes. 


Hostilities against the Canadian Pacific 
railway and the North Pacitic coast combine 
were commenced in dead earnest yesterday. 
While it was expected that the witharawal of 
the Union Pacific would result in another 
passenger rate war to Pacific coast points no 
one had an idea tnat the blow would be struck 
so soon. Considerable surprise was therefore 
occasioned yesterday when Chairman Cald- 
well of the Western Passenger Association and 
several General Passenger Agents of Chicago- 
Missouri River lines received the following 
dispatch from General ‘Passenger Agent Lo- 
max of the Union Pacific: 

* Feb. 1 next we will place the following 
rates in effect: From Missouri River termi- 
nals to Portland, Ore., and Puget Sound 
points, $45 first-class limited; to Spokane, 
Wash., $40 first-class limited and $30 sec- 
ond class; to Montana common points $35 
first-class limited. These rates will also ap- 
ply to and from-intermediate points. When 
present rates are higher from Denver and Chey- 
enne to Portland, first-class limited rates will 
be $30 first-class. Rates from Spokane and 
Montana points will be the same as from the 
Missouri River. To Puget Sound points rates 
will be made local over Portland, not to ex- 
ceed the rate from the Missouri River.”’ 

The new rates announced by the Union 
Pacific from the Missouri River will make re- 
ductions ‘from Chicago as follows: Nineteen 
dollars off the first-class rate to Portland and 
Puget Sound points; $15.50 first-class and 
$2 second-class to Spokane and common 
points, and $4 first-class to Montana common 
poimts. If the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railroads meet the above rates the 
Union Pacific’s reduction will be $1 greater 
to all points than announced above, so as to 

ualize' the rates via St. Paul and via the 
Missouri River. 

The object of the Union Pacific in making 
these reductions is to serve notice upon the 
Canadian Pacific that it cannot have the dif- 
ferential rates it demands. The proposed 
new agreement allowed the Canadian Pacitic 
a differential of $7.60 first-class and $5 sec- 
ond-class. The above rates appear to have 
been based on a differential of #5 and $2.50, 
first and second class, respectively. The West- 
ern Passenger Association roads have all along 
contended that the Canadian Pacitie should 
not get a greater differential than $5 first-class 
and $°.50 second-class. The Canadian Pa- 
cific threatens to maintain its differential, no 
matter how low it may have to make its rates, 
but its competitors claim that it cannot get to 
San Francisco at Jess than $40 from Chicago, 
and they can easily meet that rate. 

So far no action has been taken regarding 
transcontinental rates by any of the Western 
Passenger Association lines and probably 
none will be taken until the meeting of the 
association, called last Saturday by Chair- 
man Caldwell for next Thursday. The Alton 
and Chicago and Northwestern, it is under- 
stood, are pledged to stand by the Union Pa- 
cific in whatever action it may take. The 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 is not partic- 
ularly interested in the reductions made by 
the Urion Pacitic, but it is generally admit- 
ted that rates to California points by the di- 
rect lines cannot be maintained atu higher 
basis than the -rates to North Pucific coast 
points. 


WESTERN UNION WINS ITs SUIT, 
Its Contract with the Union Pacilic De- 
clared Valid. 

Sr. Lour, Mo., Jan, 29.—[Special.}— 
Judges Caldwell, Thayer, and Sanborn, sit- 
ting inthe United States Court of Appeals, 
this morning handed downa decision in the 
case of the Union Pacific road and. the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company, appellants, 
against the United States, appellee. It came 
up on) an appeal from the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the District of Omaha. 
Judge Thayer reversed the decision of the 
Omaha court and ordered an armended decree, 
The case involved an alleged imfringement of 
the Pacific railroad acts by the old Union 
Pacifie road, inasmuch as being bound toduild 
and operate by its own servants and agents a 
line of telegraph for commercial and govern- 
mental purposes between Omaha and Ogden, 
it-had leased its lines, poles, wires. instruments, 
and offices to the Atlantic and Pacific Tele. 
graph company,andJuly 1, 1881, surrendered 
its franchise and alienated its powers under 
its charter to the Western Union Telegraph 
company. The bill of complaint alleged that 
the United States had a lien upon the 
railway and telegraph lines. of the company 
and that by surrendering its franchise to the 
telegraph company it had avoided and re- 
fused to perform its duties and further had 
granted a monopoly of the telegraph busi- 
ness along its lines to the Western Union 
company. The prayer of the bill was for a 
decree canceling and annuling the contracts 
between the road and telegraph company and 
ordering the road to operate the telegraph 
lines itself in accordance with the law. The 
lower court granted the prayer and entered a 
decree annuling all contracts between the 
Union Pacific road and the telegraph com. 
pany and further commanded the Union Pa 
cific to operate telegraph 'inesin accordance 
with the law. 

In reviewing the decision Judge Thayer 
held that Congress would not grant to the 
railway a telegraphic franchise and so limit 
the power to exercise or deal with 
it as, ato make e «a burden. 
Some arrangement should be made 
by the company to insure the economical 
maintenance and protitable working of its 
lines, and therefore the grant of the exclusive 
privilege referred to seemed not an un- 
reasonable or unlawful exercise of 
that power. Further inquiry failed to 
develop that any telegraph company 
has placed itself in a‘position to demand of the 
railroad company the same facilities which it 
accords the Western Union, and its demand has 
been refused. No presumption can be made 
that the railroad will disregard its duty in this 
matter. The case was reversed and the cause 
remanded with directions to the Circuit Court 
to set aside the former decree and enter a 
modified decree in accordance with specified 
provisions. The principal pvints in the de- 
cree are that the contract entered into July 1, 
1881, between the Western Union and the 
Union Pacific road was lawful and binding, 
and that grants of exclusive rights and privi- 
leges by the railroad are repugnant to the 
acts of Congress and are ruled void, 


BIG DROP IN SHIPMENTS, 
East-Bound Roads No Longer Troubled 
with Freight Blockades. 

East-bound freight shipments from Chi. 
eago during the last. week dwindled down to a 
low level, amounting to only 32,896 tons, or 
over 100,000 tons less than for the week end- 
ing Jan.4,1894.

Adolph Liesegang, the musician, in J udge 
Sears’ court yesterday recovered judgment 
against the World’s Cclumbian Exposition for 
$666, a balance of salary. He had signed a 
contract with the company to lead his band 
during the six months of the Fair at a salary 
of $200 a week. His musicians were aiso 
under contract with the company, and the 
band was under the general supervision of 
Musical Director Wilson. Early in October 
the band was required to play with the'Cin- 
cinati Band in a grand concert, The Chicago 
musicians, who were all union men. found 
out that the visitors did not belong to the 
union, so they refused to play beside the Cin- 
cinnati Band unless its members joined the 
union. They refused, and the Cincinnati band 
finally played alone. Mr. Liesegang’s band 
was suspended, and he commenced suit to re- 
cover his pay from the date of sus- 
pension to the close of the Fair. 
Attorney Louis Weber, who represented Con- 
ductor Liesegang in court, will also appear 
for J. B, Hoffman, a cornet player, who was a 
member of the Chicago Band. The claim in 
this case is about $70 and it will be tried in 
court in about two weeks. “ The claims of 
all thewther members of the band against the 
Exposition company will be settled by the 
verdict in this case.” said Attorney Weber 
yesterday. “This has been stipulated be- 
tween the players and the company. There 
are about forty-five musicians, whose claims 
are not less than $5,000.” 


JUDGE BURKE MAKES A THREAT. 
Will Not Reinstate Criminal Cases 
Where Bonds Have Been Forfeited. 

Judge Burke made a threat yesterday morn- 
ing that hereafter he would not reinstate 
criminal cases where the bonds had been for- 
feited, but would make the sureties pay the 
amount of the bonds unless good cause was 
shown why this should not be done. When 
the court convened yesterday there were 125 
witnesses present who had been subpoenaed 
to attend on one of the twenty-three cases on 
the calendar. There was not one case that 
could be tried, Sixteen were buil cases and 
the defendants were not present. Judge 
Burke ordered the tonds ir all these cases 
forfeited and capiases issued for the arrest of 
the defendants, The absence of the defend. 
ants obliged nearly ali the witnesses to return 
to their homes and new subpcenas will have 
to be issued for them. 

The Judges of the five branches of the 
Criminal Court have made an order that 
when the court appoints an attorney to de- 
fend a person charged with crime the attor- 
ney so appointed must appear *on the date 
fived for trial. Only attorneys who ure in 
court or who have left their cards with the 
Judge seeking such appointments are ap- 
pointed by the court, It is frequently the 
case when attorneys so appointed visit their 
clients in the County Jail they find them 
penniless and abandon them. When the case 
is called for trial the prisoner explains that 
he has no attorney and the trial is delayed. 
The work of the court has been obstructed 
greatly in this way of late, Judge Baker be- 
ing bothered particularly by delinquent attor- 
neys. The order of the court now is that any 
attorney who, after being appointed to de- 
fend a prisoner, fails to appear on the date 
of trial shail be considered in contempt of 
court and be punished in the discretion of the 
presiding Judge in the branch in which said 
contempt occurs,

Old Bugaboos Brought Out to Influence 
the Market, 

New York, Jan. 29.—{Special.]—The short in- 
terest in the stock market is aggressive. It ac- 
complished something today. Quotations fora 
good «long list of conspicuous stocks were ham- 
mered down. There was a long line of new bug- 
aboos, or rather old familiar ones trotted out 
anew. More litigation in Chicago aimed at 
the extinction of the Chicago gas _ trust, 
4 rival company to start in the 
electric manufacturing field and exterminate 
the Generali Electrie company. doubts cast by 
New York bankers as to the legality of the new 
government bond issne, improved prospects in 
Congress for the tariff tinkerers, reports from 
the West of further rate fights among 
big railroads—those were sample pellets 
with which the street was bombarded. 
All the talent of the Stock Exchange has 
ranged itself on the short side of the market, and 
to some extent in a narrow market such as now 
exists the room traders are able to influence the 
course of prices. They never keep that power 
long, however, and there are ample indicetions 
that they have even now so far oversold the mar- 
ket that there must be a quick flop. Itis hardly 
probable, however, that any concerted move- 
ment will be made by the big men 
of the street to put the market 
onan upward tack till something definite is 
known of the fate of the tariff schemes now being 
hippodromed over at Washington. Some senti- 
mental effect will probably be exerted by the re- 
sult of the Congressional elections in this city 
tomorrow. Should the two Republicans be 
elected in the heavily Democratic districts 
where the vote is to be had the result would be 
surely construed as a notice to Congress to go 
slow in its present tagiff course. And Wall street 
is ready to believe that Congress would hearken 
to such notification. London has been a buyer 
of stocks on Monday’s declines. So also there 
were purchases, and on rather a heavy scale, for 
some Western interest, which evidently is 

icking up stocks on a carefully arranged plan. 

t is noticeable that the stocks which 
the bears are able to make the most progress 
with—indeed, about the only ones which they are 
able to affect—are the fancy shares, the indus- 
trials. Old substantial stocks do not yield. 
Much noise is made over the dreadful outlook 
for the granger railroads, but the bears sell 
them, only to be forced each time to cover at a 
loss. This has been their uniform experience for 
a long time past. And there is not a thing in 
sight to warrant anybody in anticipating any 
change for their delectation.

City Railway Traflic -Ie Showing a Sharp 
Decrease=Diamond Match and the 
Elevated Stocks Were ActiveBet- 
ter Demand for Rapid Transit Ex- 
tension Bonds Weakness of Gas Stock 
sDepresses the Bonds—Prospect of Gas 
LitigationmLower Sterling Market. 

The stock market was active yesterday, but 
it did not hold the strength which was 
presented. at the elose Saturday.

It. still 
remains a good deal of a mystery. however, 
asto just what those developments are to 
be and when they may be expected. There 
is considerable bear talk about City 
railway. Earnings are said to be showing a mach 
sharper failing off on the lines of that company 
than on either the North or West Side. Expenses 
have been much reduced, however, a great many 
trains having been taken off. I[tis natural for 
the South Side to show a greater comparative 
falling off because the World’s Fair was already 
directly influencing its business a year ago toa 
large extent. There were 10,000 workmen and a 
great many visitors paying tribute to the City 
railway company a year ago, and when that busi- 
ness is removed and there is added +o it the nat- 
ural loss from the general depression {it is not at 
all remarkable that the business shows a heavy 
decrease. 

The elevated stocks seem to be losing their pop- 
ularity with the public. Even at the present de- 
cided concession in prices there is not much in- 
terest taken in the stocks by tlie public. It looks 
as if bearish sentiments have gone too far,» how- 
éver, in making quotations for bonds. The sec- 
ond section 5s of the Rapid Transit company, 
which sold at 55 Saturday, were 57% bid and 
none of the bonds came out.

AGREES TO ELEVATE THE TRACKS, 


Milwaukee Road Makes a Satisfactory

IOWA LEGISLATURE OANNOT AGREE 
. ON A TEMPERANCE BILL 


Many Men Propose Different Methods of 
Giving Relief to the River Towns and 
at the Same Time Carrying Oat the 
Republican Platform=—Mulct Tax Bill 
May Pass=Republicans to Investigate 
the New York Police Department= 
Deadlock in Mississippi Still Continues. 

Des Moryzs, Ia., Jan. 29.—| Special. }—It is 
expected that the Senate committee on the 
suppression of intemperance will have a_ bill 
ready to report to the Senate in a few days. 

Messrs. Harsh, Waterman, and Harmon, who 

have charge of perfecting the Harsh inulct 

tax bill, will probably have that bill ready to 
report to the committee by Wednesday, and it 
is believed that the conimittee will recom- 
mend the bill for passage. A prominent 
member of the committee said today that at 
least two of the Democratic members of the 

Senate had expressed a willingness to vote 

for the bill, i. ds probable, 

however, that the bulk of the Democratic 


‘members of both Houses will refrain from 


voting for any Republican measure on this 
subject, though as yet they have held no cau- 
cus on the question and do not know exactly 
where they stand in regard to it. 

Ex-Senator Schmidt, ‘the author of the 
** Schmidt bill,”’ has been in the city today 
conferring with some of the Democratic mem- 
bers. He characterizes the mulct plan as a 
fraud in every particular, 

Representative Van Milder of Warren 
County, who represents a strong Prohibition 
district, said today that he did not believe 
any system of local option would be carrying 
out the spirit of the Republican platform. He 
wants to protect prohibition and at the same 
time give reasonable relief, as was promised 
in the platform. 

It has been suggested that in case a mulct 
plan should be adopted similar to the bill pre- 
sented by Mr. Funck, which does not make 
the payment of the mulct any bar to proceed- 
ings under the State law, an amendment 
should be adopted that would provide that ali 
complaints against persons for the sale of 
liquors under the prohibitory law should be 
filed by residents of the county in which the 
violation is charged. This suggestion seems 
to meet with the approval of a number of 
prominent mulct taxers. It would simply 
place the control of the traffic under the 
mulet law in the counties themselves and 
would prevent certain persons making jour- 
neys to distant counties to commence pro- 
ceedings more for effect than with any inten- 
tion of carrying them toa conclusion. Sena- 
tor Finn expressed himself as favorable to 
some such plan, 

Senator Waterman of Ottumwa, who has 
introduced a city option bill, said today that 
he did not suppose any kind of local option 
measure could be passed by either House and 
he was not of the opinion that the Gatch bill 
would be in line with the Republican plat- 
form. ‘* Wemay possibly get a mulct bill 
through,”’ he said, ** but Ido not think that 
any local option bill can be passed. Some- 
thing like the Harsh bill will probably be all 
that we can hope for.”’ 


Both Sides in Caucus, 


Three quite important caucuses were held 
this evening. The Republican members of 
the Committee on Suppression of Intemper- 
ance met at the Capitol and discussed the 
question of modification of the prohibition 
law. At the same time the Republican mem- 
bers of the same committee in the Senate 
who are in the city, with one or two excep- 
tions. met, and there was also a joint caucus 
of the Democratic members of House and 
Senate. There werea dozen members presertt 
and each one expressed himself in regard 
to the situation. A Consensus of the opin- 
ions seemed to indicate that of those present 
seven were favorable to some modification of 
the law without having fully decided what it 
should be, while the other five appeared to 
want the mulct solely. No agreement was 
reached, but it was decided that the several 
bills which are before the committee should 
be considered at the meeting of the commit- 
tee at 4 v’clock tomorrow. 

The meeting of the Republican members of 
the Senate committee was simply a consulta- 
tion, but it was decided to try to secure the 
unanimous agreement of all the Republican 
members of the committee to the Harsh bill 
with some amendments. Senators Funk, 
Harsh, Waterman, Harmon, and Cona- 
way were present, and as Senators 
Ellis, Jamison, and Carpenter are out 
of town nothing was done towards 
perfecting the Harsh bill. Another meeting 
will be held as soon as the absent Senators re- 


‘turn. The Democratic caucus resulted in lit- 


tle more than an expression of individual 
opinion. Some of the Democrats want to 
present the Schmidt bill agaim and stand by it. 
Others say that they want to vote for some 
measure of relief evenif it comes from the 
Republicans, and one Democratic Senator 
went so far as to declare that he would not be 
bound by the caucus if it adopted any bill, as 
he proposed to be in position to. vote for any 
measure which seemed to him to offer relief. 


‘ Republican Gets His Seat. 


The committee of the House on the 
contested election case from Jackson County 
will report in the morning unanimously rec- 
ommending that Mr. Stephens,.the Republic- 
an contestant, shall be awarded the seat now 
held by Mr. Richardson, who was given a cer- 
tificate of election by the Board of Super- 
visors. of Jackson County. The returns as 
canvassed by the board gave Richardson 
twenty-seven majority. The recount by the 
committee gives Stephens 2,290 and Richard- 
son 2,264, a majority of twenty-six 
for Stephens. The ‘changes were most- 
ly brought about by errors of 
the canvassing boards in the county pre- 
cincts. In .one township eight ballots in 
which a cross had been placed in the circle at 
the head of the Democratic ticket were count- 
ed for Mr. Richardson for the Legislature, a}- 
though a cross had been placed in the square 
in front of Mr. Stephens’ name.

DISCUSS MEDICAL EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


Practitioners’ Clab Does Not Approve All. 


of the Present Methods. 

The Practitioners’ club at its monthly din- 
ner at the Creat Northern last night dis- 
cussed expert medical testimony, the subject 
being suggested by the conflicting testimony 
in the Prendergast and Coughlin trials. Fifty 
members of the club were present. Dr. 
Archibald Church said that the pres- 
ent method, of giving expert  testi- 
mony had been gravely criticised and a sug- 
gestion made that a commission of physicians 
called by both sides in a case before court 
would. be more conducive to justi-e. He 
thought the present plan was a good one, but 
opposed the cross-examination of experts as 
to their capacity, because such cross-examina- 
tion had degenerated into brow-beating the 
witness. In conclusicn he said: “If we are 
to progress in this matter we should first pro- 
vide that experts shall be experts; we should 
eliminate the brow-beating, discourteous, and 
dishonorable attitude of counsel; we should 
elevate the moral standard of the Judge who 
presides on the bench, and lastly we shouid 
secure those men to act as experts who have 
a personal knowledge of the case under con- 
sideration.”’ 

Dr. D. R. Brower said the lawyers called in 
doctors of their own way of thinking and the 
trouble would never be settled until the court 
called in men competent to give evidence 
without regard as to which side it would bear 
upon. Dr, H. M. Lyman thought physicians 
should cultivate the habit of intelligible testi- 
mony and confine their language -to plain 
English. Dr. D. A. K. Steele insisted that as 
long as the doctors were experts for the fee 
that attached to their testimony all the evi- 
dence needed by one side or the other could 
be secured. 

Dr. Dewey had in view the Prendergast case 
when he said that insanity as viewed by the 
cuurt was entirely different from insanity as 
known by the physician. The law held thata 
man was not insane who knew the difference 
between right and wrong, while a physician 
knew that a man was capable of appreciating 
the distinction ahd of committinga crime with 
malice aforethought and yet be wholly insane. 
He held that expert testimony should be 
placed entirely under the regulation of the 
court and given by persons of known reputa- 
tion selected through the discretion of the 
court and not by the partisan counsel, Dr. 
Bellafield argued for the establishment of non- 
partisan medical testimony. The expert 
should be beyond the position of a mere wit- 
ness and placed on a level with the Judge.

THE TWO POLICIES OF THE DEFENDANTS 

Mayor Hopkins has some overzealous 
friends who are interfering in his affairs, 
doubtless to his great mortification. A peti- 
tion was filed the other day setting forth that 
by means of certain frauds which had been 
committed at the last election Mr, Swift had 
been deprived of the office of Mayor and Mr. 
Hopkins had been put in possession of it 
wrongfully. When Mr. Hopkins heard of 
these charges he said promptly that there had 
been no fraud. and so confident was he that 
he was fairly elected that he should make no 
fight for delay. He wanted the other side to 
come right forward with its facts and knock 
him out if possible. 

Mr. Hopkins made a creditable little talk, 
and there were some who believed that in a 
short time the contestants would be given a 
chance to submit what evidence they had so 


that its value might be passed on by Judge. 


and jury. But they were mistaken. Certain 
members of the Democratic committee have 
taken charge of the matter and are going to 
nullify Mr. Hopkins’ promises. It is rather 
impudent for them to meddle in the case. He 
is sued, not they. His office is claimed, not 
the offices they hold. Why then do they seek 
to take from him the management of his own 
lawsuit? Mr. Hopkins should tell them to 
take their tingers out of his pie. 

The contestants said to him: “We claim 
that over 1.200 fraudulent votes were cast 
for you and you got your seat thereby.” He 
said in reply: “I do not believe it, .Go 
ahead and show itif you can.’ But these 
Democrats who have taken charge of Mr. 
Hopkins’ interests as if they were their own 
have discarded his straightforward plan and 
substituted for it what they call * tactics of 
delay.”’ That means they are in no haste to 
let the truth come out. They say they are 
entitled to thirty days in which to file an an- 
swer and that they willask for that much time 
and get it. Mr. Hopkins’ id2a seems to have 
been to file ina day or so a simple answer 
stating that the allegations of the petition 
were not true and then to go to trial instanter. 


‘These interloping defendants want as much 


time as possible to get up an answer in and 
then say: ‘ Tlie case will have to take its 
turn on the docket. ‘The County Court is 
away behind and it will be a long time before 
it can be taken up. By the time a. recount of 
the ballots is ordered Mayor Hopkins will be 
serving his second term.”’ This is the same 
as saying that the case shall not come to trial 
before May, 1895, under any circumstances. 
The hope is undoubtedly that by then the 
contestants will be tired out and ready to 
drop the.case, as a somewhat similar one was 
dropped eight years ago. 

Why is it that members of the Democratic 
committee favor delay while Mayor Hopkins 
does not? Is it because he is unaware of 
Democratic frauds and they have suspicions 
that there were such frauds which it is better 
to keep covered up if possible? Have they 
taken on themselves the responsibilities of de- 
fending this suit because they feel that they 
are the real defendants? Mr. Hopkins evi- 
dently proceeds on the assumption that there 
have been no Democratic frauds, He takes 
it for granted that every man who voted for 
him election day voted honestly, even in the 
‘Twenty-ninth Ward. The members of the 
committee have no such delusions and they 
do not intend to let the domestic peculiarities 
of that ward be exposed. 

Is the Mayor going to aliow the manage- 
ment of his own suit to be taken out of his 
hands? Will he submit to the abandonment 
of his straightforward policy for a policy of 
delay? He must see what a peculiar position 
it will place him in. He set out by saying: 
** You cannot prove I was wrongfully elected. 
Go ahead and see if you can.”’ Now his 
friends of the committee say: “You shall 
not prove Hopkins wrongfully elected until 
his term has expired. You shal! not prove the 
theft till we have eaten up the plunder.”’ This 
does not differ much from a confession that 
there are unpleasant facts which the contest- 
ants can expose. From a party point of view 
Mr. Hopkins’ origina! plan may be a foolish 
one. 
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AN INVESTIGATION DEMANDED. 

There should be a thorough investigation 
into the city pay-roll for December. Mayor 
Hopkins should insist on one for his own 
guidance. The Council should insist on one 
for the city’s protection. 

A cursory examination of the roll reveals a 
state of affairs which must be, explained. If 
the investigation required is not made of- 
ficially it will be made unofficially. The first 
fact suggestive of glaring abuse and corrup- 
tion is the duplication of names on the roll. 
A few instances taken as they present them- 
selves on a hasty examination will suffice. 
* R. V. Johnson, clerk,’ in the City Clerk’s 
list, is set down as receiving $01.66 for the 
month of December. Further on “ R. V. 
Johnson, page,”’ is set down as receiving $75 
for December, also on the City Clerk’s pay- 
roll, But this is not the only duplication on 
this roll. ‘William H. Brown, clerk,” gets 
$83.83 for December. “W: H. Brown, 
page,”’ gets $75 for the same month. Now 
the questions arise: Are Johnson and Brown, 
the clerks, the same persons as Johnson and 
Brown the pages? Why should one be paid 
at the rate of $166.66 per month and the 
other at the rate of $158.33 per month? 
What are their duties as pages? A more 
serious question is: Do Johnson and Brown 
divide with any one? 

On this City Clerk’s pay-roll there are five 


} men named for “‘extra’’ work and each gets 


$83.33 per month. What extra work was 
done in the City Clerk's office during the 
month of December? The roll fur this office 
has every appearance of rottenness. 

Passing over the Police Department and 
Fire Department pay-rolls, which require spe- 
cial treatment, we come to the Street Depart- 
ment, This seems to be reeking with corrup- 
tion. Ward foremen are paid salaries far be- 
yond what they are capable of earning. For 
the most part they did little or nothing during 
the month of Decemben No street repairs 
of any consequence could be done then. Yet 
they were paid for the entire month, and most 
of them were allowed at the rate of $18 per 
month for feeding horses which had no exist- 
ence. The Superintendent and Assistant Su- 
perintendent of this department kindly al- 
lowed themselves $20 each per month for 
horse feed.

In a speech recently made by him in the 
House Representative Springer of this State 
shows how little he knows of the character of 
mortgage indebtedness. He said: 

It is unjust to attribute all the distress which 
had been prevhiling to the threatened changes in 
the McKinley law. There are other and substan- 
tial causes contributing to this condition of dis- 
tress. Under the protective system, which pre- 
vailed for thirty years, private indebtedness 
largely increased in this country. The amount 
of farm mortgages in forty-four States in this 
country Jan. 1, 1890, was | $5,067,000,000. 
per capita indebtedness ftom such mortgages in 
some of the States was ds follows: California, 
$200 ; Colorado, $206; Connecticut, $107; Lli- 
nois, $100; Iowa, $104; Kansas, $170; Massa- 
chusetts, $144; Minnesota, $152; Nebraska, 
$126; New York, $268; Pennsylvania, $117; 
Rhode Island, $106. . 

- Then Mr. Springer claimed that as in the 
ten years ending with 1890 the mortgage in- 
debtedness increased 156 per cent in amount 
and 90 per cent per capita, while the popula- 
tion increased only 25 per cent, * it is evident 
the country was: getting poorer instead of 
richer under the protective system. ”’ | . 

Not atall. Private indebtedness, on which 
mortgages are made to secure puyment there- 
of, does not show poverty. It is no indica- 
tion that people are growing poorer or leas 
prosperous. Mortgages do not represent 
gifts. On the contrary, they,show the amount 
of capital belonging to people who do not use 
it in their own business, the use of which has 
been secured by other enterprising men to 
enlarge and improve their own business and 
increase their own capital by the judicious 
employment of that which! they have bor- 
rowed, 

The following facts must be taken into ac- 
count by any one who wishes to understand 
the conditions of the case: (1) A large part of 
the mortgage indebtedness is created in the 
purchase of realty, and shows the unpaid bal- 
ances due on those purchases. (2) Another 
large part represents money the use of which 
has been bought for the purpose of building 
homes and business property and putting 
other than building improvements on lands, 
Much of the money was borrowed to stock 
farms for the borrower orto furnish capital 
to sons and daughters to set them up in busi- 
ness, to buy farm homes for them in the 
country or dwellings in the cities, ‘The statis- 
tics furnished by the Census Bureau show 
that only a smal! part of the mortgage in- 
debtedness has been incurred because of sick- 
ness or business reverses and losses, such as 
properly may be set down tothe account of 
impoverishment of the borrower. 

The fact is that as a whole the mortgages on 
private property, which’ form the ground of 
complaint by Mr. Springer, are evidences of 
business transactions and activities in a great 
nation, which uctivities could not be carried 
on without them. They indicate the pro- 
ductive use of vast amounts of capital which 
otherwise would lie idle to the credit of peo- 
ple who own it but do not wish actively to 
employ it themselves, This mortgage in- 
debtedness shows that many persons have 
some capital which they do not need in their 
own business at the time of lending it and 
that great numbers of other persons own less 
capitat than they require to use in their own 
business. Hence the latter class borrow the 
money and pay interest on it. They 
buy the use of the capital, Also it 
shows that there must have been a 
long period of prosperity, of “ good 
times,”’ which enabled men to have such a 
large accumulation of capital the use of which 
they could sell to otters who hoped and ex- 
pected to gain capital for themselves ‘by its 
judicious employment. The homestead and 
building loan associatiohs of his own State 
may becited to Mr. Springer as an illustra- 
tion of the process. Their 100,000 members 
are nearly or quite all wage-workers. These 


. people have loaned 70 millions of their sur- 


plus capital to many thousands of other wage- 
workers who wanted it for the purpose of 
building homes for themselves, paying for the 
borrowed money on the installment plan. 


Tens of thousands have done this successfully, | 


and thus avoided the drain of rent exaction 
for the future. It also should greatly interest 
Mr. Springer to know that the Democratic 
Wilson tariff bill is making fearful havoc 
among the other thousands who have not yet 
completed their monthly payments to the 
associations, It has cut off their employment 
or cut down their wages and much reduced 
their abilit# to meet their engagements, the 
result of which will be loss of} the partly 
owned home in not a few instances. Mr, 
Springer partly admitted this ih the same 
speech in the following words: : 

lt is true that certain factories [thousands of 
them] have shut down work on acéount of the 
reduction in tariff proposed by the pending bill 
[and tens of thousands have curtailed produc- 
tion|. That was a natural consequence of the 
proposed repeal of the McKinley bill, for mer- 
chants were buying as little as possible and the 
manufacturers were creating az little as possi- 
ble, because they anticipated cheaper goods 
through the operation of the free raw material. 


Surely Mr. Springer does not wish to be 
understood as cordemning the purchase of 
property on time payments or the borrowing 
of idle capital to improve idle lands and 
lots. Surely he does not want to convey 
the idea that he is ready to advise interfer. 
ence with the personal liberty of the citizen to 
make contracts for the use of money or other 
property, or to buy and sell property on 
eredit. But if not why is he dragging into 
the discussion the securities given by buyers 
to sellers for payment of the money agreed 
on forthe purchase? These securities and the 
parties who give and accept them have noth. 
ing to do with the Wilson bill except as suf- 
fering the consequences of a measure which 
does immense damage by causing wides pread 
loss and distress, 
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THE KEELEY CURE LEAVENWORTH. 
At a banquet recently given in Los Angeles 
by the Keeley club of that city, the proceed. 
ings at which have appeared already in the 
ns of Tue Tristye, a significant letter 
was d, sent by Col. Andrew J. Smith, 
President of the Keeley National League and 
Governor of the Soldiers’ Home at Leaven- 
worth, Kas. The letter was addressed orig- 
inally to Gen. W. B. Franklin. President of 
the Board of Managers, and shows the result 
of the treatment of victims of dipsomania in 
the Keeley Institute of the home during the 
period of the last twenty months. In that 
time 788 cases were treated for alcoholism 
and 47 for kindred diseases. The ratio of 
lapses per 100 for whole treated was 
8.02, average age beiag 59 years. “ The 
ge of loss through relapse or return 
bits,”” says the report, “is small.

In addition to these grateful results the 
vile whisky dens around the home are re- 
ceiving but little patronage and many of them 
have had toclose. The per capita cost of 
maintenance for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1893, was $140.25. On that basis the 
annual saving to the government by reason of 
these men having been ‘permanently 
restored to society is $51,050, Such 
facts as these speak for themselves 
and are eloquent in suggestion. They 
should be read and -considered at Quincy. 
Why has nothing of this kind been attempted 
at the Illinois Home, where there are 1,300 
inmates, many of them addicted to liquor? 
If this treatment does such wonderful work 
at Leavenworth it will do the same at Quincy. 
The managers of the latter institution should 
imitate the example of Col. Smith. 


MILITARY INSTRUCTION IN SCHOOLS, 

There will be found elsewhere in this issue 
a series of resolutions passed by Lafayette 
(N. Y.) Post of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public favoring military instruction in public 
and private schools and colleges, accompanied 
by a strong indorsement of the idea which 
ex-President Harrison communicates to the 
January issue of the Century. The resolu- 
tions suggest the proposition in a general way 
upon the ground that it will be the duty of the 
young when they become citizens to bring 
their education in military matters to the de- 
fense of the country. Mr, Harrison discusses 
the proposition in detail and makes some ex- 
cellent and pertinent suggestions. 

Mr. Harrison correctly assumes that all 
young men should have a free, easy, and 
graceful carriage, which is the prime physical 
outcome of military training. 1+ is the com- 
mor observation that boys do not know what 
to do with those useful appendages, their 
arms and legs, when in company. They have 
to pass through what is known as the awk- 
ward age, and sometimes the awkwardness 
clings to them even into manhood. Military 
training would teach them what to do with 
these appendages. It develops proportion- 
ately the head, chest, arms, and legs. It 
quickens the hearing and sharpens the eye- 
sight. It keeps the boy on the’ alert, devel- 
ops activity, strengthens muscles, and pro- 
motes the general health. And it does all 
this better than the ordinary athletic sports, 
which develop unevenly, do not secure grace- 
ful, erect carriage, but often just thecontrary, 
and by their violence and strain are quite as 
apt to be injurious as beneficial in their re- 
sults, 

From considerations other than physical a 
militdry training is of the highest advantage 
to youth. It brightens up the dull, sluggish 
boy. Itemboldens the naturally timid, It 
breaks the obstinacy of the willful. It de- 
velops personal pride. Better than ail, it 
teaches the invaluable lessons of discipline 
and subordination, of respect for duty, and of 
regard for superiors. There is no lesson 
which the young need more to learn at the 
present day than this, and apparently there ‘s 
no other way in which they can iearn it so 
thoroughly as under military drill and dis- 
cipline, Studying it alone is a hopeless task, 
but studied in common with others where 
effort is spurred by competition and the force 
of example is always present, the lesson is 
learned with comparative ease. Lastly, the 
outcome of military education is of the 
highest importance in a country which 
at no time keeps a large’ standing 
army, and which in any emergency must rely 
upon its citizen soldiery. Under such circum- 
stances the people of the country should have 
the benefits of military training and knowl. 
edge. ‘The State, which furnishes free educa- 
tion, has the right to expect the service of the 
best class of the community whenever that 
service is of a military nature. The youths 
instructed in the schools and colleges are the 
best defense of the country, as they are men- 
tally the quickest and most alert, hence they 
of all others should have the advantage of 
drill, discipline, and knowledge of tactics and 
army movements. Ex-President Harrison is 
right in urging this matter upon the attention 
of educators. Boston has its school regiment 
of gallant young feilows whose evolutions and 
soldierly bearing have attracted the admira- 
tion of old ayny officers. Where is our,Chi- 
cago school regiment? Why should not some 
time be devoted to this matter in our own 
schools? It need not entail any additional 
expense nor encroach upon the pupils’ time, 
for some of the silly, useless fads now taught 
can be dropped to make room for it. Mr. 
Harrison’s suggestions are worthy of serious 
consideration by the guardians of our public 
schools. A little military discipline would do 
wonders towards improving the regular school 
discipline which is now a matter of much dif- 
ficulty, since no scholar can be punished or 
scarcely rebuked, whatever he may do. 
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SOME WORKINGMEN OWN UP. 

Mr. Dolge, the proprietor of the numerous 
factories at Dolgeville, N. Y., is entitled to 
and has secured the respect and confidence of 
his employ4s. They are satisfied that he 
thinks of their interests as well as of his own 
and that he is not in business simply to put 
money in his own pocket, He has for many 
years runhis establishment on the profit- 
sharing plan. At the close of each year a 
small share in the net profits of the’ business 
went to the workers in addition to their good 
wages. It was Mr. Dolge’s custom to give his 
employés a dinner every January at which he 
told them how business had prospered during 
the preceding year. This January there was 
no banquet and the $500 which it would have 
cost was given toafund to relieve extreme 
distress among the men. 

While there was no dinner there was a 
meeting of the workmen at which Mr. Dolge 
“reported progress” for 1893. It was a 
melancholy report. Theve had been wage in- 
creases in 1891 and 1892, but none in 1893. 
For twenty-four years the factories had run 
steadily. In 1893 they were closed for lack 
of orders and the men were out of work, ex- 
cept where they had been able to ghovel dirt 
for $1.25 a day—quite a drop from the $2.25 
they had earned in the factory. “‘I feel,” 
said Mr. Dolge, “ that the majority of our 
felt workers will henceforth have to work in the 
factory for;the same wages Italians get shovel- 
ing dirt,” : 

He did not hesitate to tell his men why 
189% was such a black year. It was because 
it was known that the Democrats were going 
to reverse the established policy of the coun- 
try for the last third of a century and go in 
for free trade, Under the McKinley law 
wages had gone up. The expectation of the 
passage of the Wiison bill had brought them 
down, “You must accept lower wages, and 
you have a foretaste now of the ‘steady em- 
ployment’ which you will enjoy when Europe 
dumps sll its surplus product upon our mar- 
ket.” Then Mr. Dolge went on to speak of 
the part which the workmen had played in 


: 
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bringing about the present wretched state of 


affairs, 

It has been said that the workingmen voted for 
the change. The state.nent is true. The work- 
ingmen voted for it, Even the majority of you 
here tonight voted for it, .but you are not respon- 
sible for it, and it is eruel to say that work- 
ingmen deserve the unspeakable misery which 
this change has brought upon them and the 
whole country. , 

These words, which told the whole truth 
but which were free from reproaches, met 
with an immediate response, The men who 
voted for Cleveland in 1892 crowded around 
him and owned up frankly that they had 
made a grievous mistake then—that they had 
sinned and that their punishment was almost 
more than they could bear. And then they 
went on to promise that they would not make 
the same mistake again, for they had learned 
the value of the protective policy. There are 
many tens of thousands of workingmen who 
are saying in private what these Dolgeville 
men have said in public and who would admit 
openly that they made a dreadful mistake in 
1892 were it not for the fact that men hate to 
own up to their blunders and confess that 
they were fooled. But when November comes 
each of these men in the privacy of the voting 
booth will make his ‘x’? mark against the 
names of Republicans only, and the election 
returns will show that the workingmen of the 
country have decided not to repeat the colos- 
sal mistake of 1892. 


An Object Lesson. 

A machinist from. a town within thirty-five 
miles of Chicago came to a member of the Cen- 
tral Relief Association) to try and procure work, 
and the following conversation took place: 

* What is your history?” 

“I have been thirteen years in this country ; 
worked about six years in New York; am a ma- 
chinist by profession; came from Birmingham, 
England. Upened a shop of my own last April; 
bad times compelled me to close it; have been 
ont of employment altogether now about three 
months.”’ 

“IT am afraid it will be impossible to find any- 
thing for you to do here.” 

“ T suppose that is so, but I came into town on 
the chance. I recognize that times are bad ev- 
erywhere, but I own my own house; I have a lit- 
tle incumbrance on it; I want to earn enough to 
take care of that.”’ 

What do you think is the cause of the pres- 
ent depression?” 

“J presume the Democratic piolicy.” 

“Well, why did the workingmen vote the 
Democratic ticket?” 

“I cannot understand why except that I think 
they do not read enough, and they too réadily 
believe what they are told.. They were told they 
were going to havecheaper living without any 
reduction in wages; they found by experience 
that what they were told was not true. 1 was 
entirely satistied. | did not want any Democratic 
policy.”’

“ The suit that lhave on cost me about $15 
here andi could buy itin England for about 
35 shillings, You see that rent and cloth- 
ing are considerably higher here than they are 
abroad. If you figure out what I have told you 
you will see that in England I can only save 
about $1.25 a week and here I can save about $6 
a week; thatis why lam able to own my own 
home and get ahead at a rate here absolutely im- 
possible for me abroad.”’

Death of Rosina Vokes. 

Miss Rosina Vokes, the English actress, and 
the youngest and most talented of the widely- 
known Vokes family of players, died Saturday at 
Torquay, Devonshire, England, from acute pul- 
monary disease, brought on by exposure and over- 
work during her prefessional tour in this country’ 
last fall. Although but 36 years of age at tho 
time of her death she has been a popular figure 
in English theatricals since 1868, when she made 
her début at the London Lyceum. In thiscountry, 
which had been the scene of fher best and latest 
endeavors, she had beenjintimately known during 
more than fifteen years, and during that time 
had met with greater popularity, both socially 
and professionally, than has been accorded, per- 
haps, to any other actress who has come out from 
England. Miss Vokes’ capabilities in thé field of 
dramatic art were unmistakable and entirely 
natural. She came ofa family whose associations 
had been theatrical for generations and whose 
dramatic proclivities reappeared in her brothers 
Fred and Faudon and her sisters Victoria and 
Jessie, with whom she first appeared in the United 
States about 1876 in a company organized under 
the title of “The Vokes Children.”’ Afterwards 
the head of her own organization, she brought 
into popularity in this country the practice of 
offering several short plays for a single evening's 
performance, and maintained this form of enter- 
tainment with success where others bad failed. 
She appeared to the best advantage if light 
comedy parts, always acting with rare vivacity 
and charm, with a graceful, piquant, finished 
method distinctly her own and an unusual de- 
gree of warmth that was the secret of her strong 
influence over her audiences. 

After her marriage to Cecil Clay in 1877 Miss 
Vokes retired permanently from the English stage. 
She remained in private life eight years, after 
which she resumed her profession and made al- 
most yearly tours in this country. Her last ap- 
pearance in Chicago was Nov. 25, when she con- 
ciuded a two weeks’ engagement at Hooley’s, 
which was practically her last public appearance. 

Although always in public life there was a 
strong domestic side to Miss Vokes’ character as 
well as marked religious tendencies in her 
nature. She was prominentin the work of the 
Church of England in several cities, particularly 
in charitable endeavors. Few women on the 
stage would be missed more sincerely than this 
charming little merry maker.

VANDALS IN AN AMERICAN LEGATION 


Unele Sam’s Offices at Rome Broken Into 
and Archives Destroyed, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Rome, Jan. 29.—[Copyright, 1894, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—At3 o'clock this 
morning a party of revelers coming froma 
masked ball saw the United States Legation 
and Consulate in flames. They‘gave the alarm. 
It was found that burglars had broken in for 
plunder, Being disappointed in finding little 
of value they piled up all the records of the 
office, covering the period since 1830, and set 
them on fire, All are destroyed. Much wan- 
ton damage was done. The safes of the Min- 
ister and Consul-General were smashed open 
and every desk was broken into. The bustof 
Lincoln was destroyed. The matter was re- 
ported to the Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
The invasion is considered at the legation to 
be nothing more than the work of common 
burglars. 

Rome, Jan. 29.—Burglars last night forced 
an entrance into the American Legation, No. 
13 Via Nazionale, by breaking the locks. The 
thieves broke open the safe and the desks of 
the Minister and Consul General, and then set 
fire to all the papers in the office. A number 
of the archives were destroyed and others 
partly burned. The deed is supposed to have 
been perpetrated at midnight. 

The offices are ruined, In the first large 
room, where visitors usually wait, only the 
charred remains of a table and a set of draw- 
ers are left. Inthe smaller room adjoining, 
used by Vicée-Consul Wood, there are no 
traces of the fire, but all the papers of the 
Vice-Consul were strewn in disorder about 
the floor. {In the room of the Consul General 
the woodwork and the desks were set on fire 
and most of the archives are in ashes. Some 


- partly burned documents were found scattered 


about. The offices of Minister Potter were in 


asimilar condition, and it was evident fire 


had been applied everywhere, with the excep- 

tion of the Vice-Consul’s room. : 
Minister Potter says no valuable documents 

were destroyed. The Minister informed 


Baron Blanc, Minister of Foreign Affairs, as 


soon as he learned of it, and the police were 
immediately set to work on the case, but they 
have found nothing that would lead to the 
identification of the robbers. The motive of 
the thieves, and there is considerable doubt of 
their beg ordinary burglars, in so thoroughly 
wrecking the oftices and destroying papers, 
especially the arehives, is inexplftable. 

Baron Blanc, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has sent Mr. Potter a message expressing his 
sincere regret for the acts of vandalism done 
in the legation last night.

{Miss Rosina Theodosia Vokes was the young- 
est, asshe was the most talented, of the once 
noted Vokes family of English actors and 
actresses. She was born in London Oct. 18, 
1858. Her father, Frederick Mortimer Vokes, 
was a theatrical costumer with wide acquaint- 
ance among theatrical managers, and whenever a 
child was needed for a theatrical production he 
always was given the opportunity of loaning one 
of his four little ones for the purpose. | It was in 
this capacity that Rosina, when only six months 
old, was brought for the first time before the foot- 
lights in a London play-house, Three years 
later, in 1861, the Vokes family, then organized 
under the name of the Vokes children, made its 
début at the Operetta House in Edinburg. The 
company included Frederick, now dead, Morti- 
mer, Faudon, an adopted brother, Jessie, now 
dead, Victoria, who has lately retired to private 
life in England, and Rosina, The success of this 
juvenile organization is familiar even at this 
time. Later, Dec. 26, 1868, the Vokes family 
made its Londen début at the Lyceum Theater 
in the Christmas pantomime, “Humpty Dump- 
ty.”’ and Rosina played her first, distinctive part 
of Columbine. From that time Miss Vokes had re- 
mained steadily in professional life with the 
exception of a single term, when she retired to 
private life for eight-years. Miss Vokes made 
her first appearance in the United States in 
1872,..when she acted with the Vokes family at 
the Union Square Theater in New York in the 
comedy. * Belles of the Kitchen.” The success 
of the Vokes’ was marked, and during the next 
five years they traveled constantly in the United 
States, visiting all the larger cities and return- 
ing to London only for the Drury Lane panto- 
mimes at Christmastime. In (877 Miss Vokes 
married Cecil Clay, son of James Cia, a mem- 
ber of Parliament from Babbicombe, Devon- 


shire, England. who is directly related to Henry 


Clay, the American statesman. After her mar- 
riage Miss Vokes permanently left the English 
stage and retired to private life for eight years, 
She was again induced to return to her profes- 
sion, choosing the United States as the 
sole field of her work. This was in 
1885, and since that time until last 
fall she had made annual visite to this country, 
with unvarying success. In 1887 she 
suffered a severe illness while in Chicago, but 
eventually recovered completely. It was on Miss 
Vokes’ return to the United States last autumn 
that .he first signs of consumption were revealed. 
She was suffering from a severe cough when she 
reached New York, but insisted upon filling her 
contracts, She grew worse during the San Fran 
cisco and Denver engagements, and on several 
unable to appear.

reached Chicago, Nov. 12,

The death 
of Miss Vokes will be mourtied as that of few 
others has been by the profession of which she 
was a member and by the people at large, among 
whom she was always popular and welcome. She 
was a woman of sterling qualities, wianing in 
personality, tender in sympathies, and warm in 
affection. Her position socially in the cities 
which she visited year after year was enviable. 
She was the devoted mother of two children--a 
boy and a girl—-who have never visited this coun- 
try and who have never undergone the 
experience of seeing their mother on the 
stage. in the domain of her art 
she occupied a unique place. She was a versatile, 
vivacious, charming comedienne who ceuld 
unite personal charm with great technical abil- 
ity. She never failed to interest her audiences, 
and the positiveness of her humor caused many 
a character to shine thatin less skilled hands 
would have proved dull and uninteresting. She 
alone kept popular the practice of offering sev- 
eral short plays in a single evening. Among the 
best of these were “The Cireus Rider,”’ “ Rough 
Diamond,”’.

JUDGE CALKINS DIES AT TACOMA, 


Was an Ex-Congressman from Indiana, in 
Which State He Was Prominent. 

Tacoma, Wash., Jan. 29.—Judge William 
H. Calkins, ex-Congressman from Indiana, 
died this morning at his home in this city 
from Bright's disease, aged 52 years. His 
last wish was gratified Saturday by the ar- 
rival from Italy of his daughter, who was 
cabled to come to his bedside from her wed- 
ding trip. ‘Judge Calkins had resided here 
nearly five years. 

{[Maj. William H, Calkins was born in Pike 
County, O., Feb. As, 1842, but removed to 
Indiana and settled in Benton County in 1851. 
There he herded cattle until he was 18, when he 
went to Lafayett®. He enlisted in the army in 
1861 and was in many of the great batties in the 
West. He was taken a prisoner at Shiloh and 
sent to Libby Prison, from which he 
was released by exchange. Returning 


. to Indiana he was made a Major and entered the 


cavalry service. He was breveted for mieritori- 
ous service and at the conclusion of the war he 
returned to Indiana_and read law at Valparaiso, 
He first appeared impublic life in Porter County, 
for which he was elected Prosecutor. He was 
afterward sent to the Legislature. He moved to 
La Porte and in 1874 ran for Congress, but was 
defeated. In 1876 he ran again, was 
elected, and served that district five terms 
continuously. Then he was nominated for tiov- 
ernor. One month before the election the Pro- 
hibitionists assailed bhim.for his liberal ideas on 
the use of wine. He became sick and was de- 
feated by Isaac P. Gray. After this campaign 
Mr. Calkins went to Indianapolis. He became a 
member of the law firm of Harris & Calkins and 
remained in the practice of the iaw 
there until 1888, when he went to Ta- 
coma. He became a conspicuous figure fin 
the Northwest and was one of the foremost men 
‘in Washington Territory when it entered Statoe- 
hood. He had beon appointed Torritorial Judge 
by President Harrison and was a candidate for 
Senator when Washington was admitted as a 
State, Fora year or more Mr. Calkins had been 
in failing health, Mr. Calkins married into the 
Holton family of Rush County and he had three 
children, two-sons at home, Carroll and Daniel

He said that on the night of Satur- 
day, May 4, he had supper with O'Sullivan 
and the rest of the workmen at O'Sullivan’s 
house. Thatafter supper he and Mulcahy 
and Minahan went out and played cards at 
Rose’s saloon. His testimony was torn to 
rags by Kickham Scanlan. Dr. Andrews 
sa.d the wounds on Dr, Cronin’s head did not 
impress him as particulariy serious. Jacob 
Schneuer said he manufactured the Cronin 
trunk. It was a common one and there were 
hundreds like it in existence. Jeremiah S. 
Hyland said he was with Patrick O’Sullivan 
nearly allday May 5,1889. There will be 
more doctors on the stand todav. 


REPLY TO DAVITT’S OPEN LETTER, 


Friends of Dr. Cronin Say He Fails to Meet 
Their Charges. 

Michael Davitt, the Irish agitator, wrote an 
open letter to John S. Mullen of this city a 
few days ago. Init he denied that he knew 
Cronin before he was killed. On behalf of 
Dr. Cronin’s friends James F. Deland, Mau- 
rice Morris, Patrick MeGarry, John Devoy, 
Michael Barry, John F. Scanlan, Patrick 
Cooney, Martin Dowling, and John T. Bowen 
have issued the following answer: 


Curcaco, IH., Jan. 29.—The letter from Michael 
Davitt published in the Chicago papers of yester- 
day and called a reply to charges made against 
him in connection with the murder of Dr. P. 
Cronin is not an answer to the charges publicly 
made by the murdered physician’s friends, but an 
evasion of them. Itisareply to a set of ques- 
tions framed for the special purpose of affording 
Mr. Davitt a loophole to crawl out of an embar- 
rassing position, sent to him by one of the men 
who hounded Cronin to daath, who vilified his 
character while his naked and mutilated body 
was lying in the Lake View catchbasin, and who 
aided in the work of mystifying the police 
by the dissemination of false reports. 

Mr. Davitt seems to have a constitutional ina- 
ey to meet a direct and plainly worded charge 
involving his persoénal honor in a straightfor- 
ward or honest manner. Like all his utterances 
in the Cronin case this latest announcement is a 


- mixture of evasions, statements of half truths, 


suppression of important facts, suggestion of 
falsehood, direct misrepresentation, and rancor- 
ous personal attacks. e knows that it was not 
Cronin’s friends, but his murderers, who con- 
nected his (Davitt’s) name with the authorship 
of the falsehood that Cronin was a British spy 
and that the publication of that fact oc- 
curred in the report of the statements 
of a witness regarding the proceedings 
of the plotters on the eve of the murder. Yet he 
informs the Chicago public who are familiar 
with Mrs. Foy’s evidence that this allegation re- 
garding the utterances of the murderous con- 
spirators was ‘the latest invention of Devoy and 
company.’’ He is fully aware that from New 
York to California his name has been used for 
nearly five years for the same purpose by the 
friends of the murderers, but he never opened his 
lips to deny the statement until compelled by the 
persistent public demand. Then he attacked 
those who complained of this misuse of his name 
and continued to laud as pure patriots the men 
guilty of the wrong. 

His letter to Mullen is in perfect keeping with 
Mr. Davitt’s conduct since the beginning of this 
wretched affair. There is not a single word in it 
about the real charge against him—that he has 
for nearly five years failed to protest against the 
deliberate misrepresentation of the contents of 
his cablegram to Patrick Egan of May 6, 1889, 
by theman whom every citizen in this com- 
munity believes to be the chief of the murder 
conspiracy, for the purpose of creating the false 
impression that Cronin was a Britisn spy and 
that he has continued to defend and uphold that 
individual as an honest man. Mr. Davitt during 
the week following the murder attacked Cronin 
in an interview in the New York World b 
Saying, “I never suspected until — 
heard Le Caron’'s testimony that Cronin 
was a_ British spy, and said he 
believed he spoke for Mr. Parneli and the major- 
ity of his colleagues, Parneil compelled him to 
retract this latter portion the next day, but it 
took years to extract from him the retraction of 
the murderous falsehood which he buried to the 
aid of the murderers when they stood at bay. 

Now, in faca of his published interview in the 
World and his tardy apology in the Speaker he 
has the effrontery to say: ‘ Those who have said 

t | denounced him as a British spy or gd lie. 

I did nothing of the kind and no words of mine 
to that effect are on record anywhere. The pub- 
lic can see for itself where the lying, simple and 
compound, is to be found.’’ The further statement 
that he knew nothing whatever about Cronin at 
the time of the murder and had * never men tioned 
his name in speech, éonversation, or writing” is 
just asfalse asthe other explanation, and its 
falsity will be clearly demonstrated before these 
Cronin trials are ended 

Mr. Davitt’'s billingsgate may be passed over as 
unworthy of notice. tHe has been swimming in 
dirty water for the last few years and cannot 
avoid wees some slime around.

Ald, Ryan’s Motion Is Defeated by Ad- 
journment=Report of the Corporation 
Counsel on Liability ofthe City Is En- 
couraging — Committee Named to In- 
quire Into the Duplication of Street 
Names — Suggestion to Return to the 
Ward Contract System. 


Ald. Ryan made another effort to call up 
the Henry Watson gas ordinance at the meet- 
ing of the Council last evening in order to 
make it a special order for next Monday, but 
Ald. Tripp moved an adjournment and the 
Mayor put the motion and promptly declared 
it carried. Mr, Ryan was somewhat disap- 
pointed. 

Ald. Noble introduced an order striking at 
the Street Cleaning Bureau and its alleged 
corruption. It proposes a return to the ward 
contract system for seavenger work. The 
order, at the instance of the introducer, was 
referred to the Finance committee. Ald. Noble 
will go before that body and endeavor to 
show that a great saving can be made by re- 
turning to the contract plan—a saving of a 
quarter of a million in his judgment. 

Ald. Kenny, on whose order the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad tracks at Fifty-first street were 
torn up last week, is not yet satisfied. He in- 
troduced the following order, which was 
passed : 

That the Corporation Counsel and the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works be and are hereby direct- 
ed to ascertain the number of tracks laid by the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chieago railroad 
company between Forty-seventh and Sixtieth 
streets and between Stewart avenue and State 
street, under cover of an injunction. obtained by 
said railroad against the City of Chicago, gen- 
eral No, 109,594 in the Circuit Court of Cook 
County, which said injunction was dissolved on 
motion of the city May 29, 1893. and the Corpor- 
ation Counsel is hereby re uvsted to draft a suit- 
able order for passage by this Council directi 
the Commissioner of Public Works to tear up al 
the tracks hereinbefore described. 

May or Hopkins announced as the commit- 
tee to investigate the trespassing of railroad 
companies on city property Ald. O’ Neill, Sex- 
ton. Loeffler, Hepburn, and Carey. 

The Mayor also presented Corporation 
Counsel Rubens’ ordinance giving the rebate 
of water rates to charitable, educational, and 
religious institutions. Ald. Madden moved 
the passage of the resolution, but it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Fire and Water 
on motion of Aid, Mann. 


Duplications of Street Names. 


Postmaster Hesing submitted a list in part 
of the street names which are duplicated and 
asked that something be done to abolish the 
evil. Hedid not propose any radical change 
or any change at all where it might injurious- 
ly affect business. The new nomenclature 
suggested will be tnostly in the suburbs. Ald. 
Tripp proposed the following resolution in 
connection with the communication : 

, WHEREAS, The duplication of street names is 
a’source of endless annoyance and trouble. 

“WHEREAS, The slennliliesthen of the system by 
the abolition of duplicate names would relieve 
the citizens of much of this unnecessary annoy- 
ance and trouble; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appoiated 
to investigate the duplication of street names 
and suggest such changes of name as may be 
thought necessary for the improvement of the 
system of street nomenclature. 

Ald. Noble protested that the city had al- 
ready expended a large sum of money in this 
work and that nothing had been accom- 
plished. The resolution was passed after 
some debate, and Mayor Hopkins appointed 
Ald. Tripp, Gallagher, Conway, Kenny, and 
Hepburn as the committee under the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Ackerman’s Report on Liability.

It further appears that during the year 1891 
the City Controller deposited at that time, to 
the credit of special assessments in part 
liquidation of the amounts due special assess- 
ment account, paying the same from the De- 
partment of Public Works’ appropriation 
fund, the sum of $423,513. The difference 
between the $1,.354,896,:the full amount 
claimed, and the $423,513 actually paid, say 
$931,383, is the sum referred to as a liability 
in the expert accountant’s report published 
in the Council proceedings of Dec. 27, 1893, 
and claimed to be due from the general fund 
to the special assessment fund. 

‘2. Replying to the second interrogatory,

‘What was done with the money?’ the reply 
is that from the amount of this sum collected 
there was paid, as heretofore stated, Dec. 31, 
1891, the sum of $423,513, and there was 
paid in addition at ees ser times from 1889 
to 1892 to cover payrfent of miscellaneous 
bills issued by the Department of Public 
Works. in anticipation of collection, the sum 
of $778,207, making a total of $1,201,720. 
The payment of the two sums above named 
has enabled the Department of Public Works 
to meet their obligations to contractors for 
work done. 

‘* The amount stated to be due to the spe- 
cial assessment fund may be regarded as a 
contingent liability. Thatisto say,so long 
as the city can meet all payments for work 
done, for which special assessments are made, 
it need have no particular anxiety about the 
transfer of accounts from one fund to an- 
other. The proportion of special assessments 
for improvetnents collected in anticipation of 
work performed, together with the fact that 
there is generally a surplusin this tund, has 
left sufficient to meet the obligations . to the 
city in connection with public benefits. Asa 
matter of fact the special assessment fund has 
been equal to all demands made upon it dur- 
ing the iast year and all obligations are paid 
up to date. So long as this continues there is 
no immediate necessity for making a transfer 
from the general fund,

Trying to Head Off the Opposition of @ts 
Old Agents. 

According to a circular issued by the Guar- 
antee Investment company it has reorganized 
with an entirely new plan of contract which 
will be made public in a month. The circular, 
which is dated at St. Louis. was handed to 
bondholders who called yesterday in response 
to an invitation printed in a local paper 
Sunday. 

**Why did you insert the advertisement?” 
an official was asked yesterday. 

** We can’t use the mails and couldn’t com- 
municate with our friends in any other way. 
Take a circular,” he added. “Take a dozen 
and give them out. We are all right.” | 

The circular says that many old agents 
have proved unworthy of confidence, but 
bondholders who want to do so may remit as- 
sessments by express. Apparently some of 
the discharged ents are eager tomake a 
trial in the field said to be so profitable to the 
Guarantee Investment company until the 
Federal and State authorities interfered. The 
circular says: 

“ We desire to warn our bondholders 
against bond companies lately organized by 
malcontents from this company, who by false 
pretenses and misrepresentations as to the 
condition of this company are attempting to 
feast on our temporary misfortune by in- 
ducing bondholders to take their bonds in 
lieu of ours. Do not be deceived by this. It 
can be easily made to appear that a transfer 
of bonds to such a company means loss tothe 
bondholder.”’

AS TOLD BY BISMARCK 


MANY PLOTS ‘AGAINST THE OLD 
CHANCELLOR THAT FAILED.

The Conspiracy That Finally Succeeded= 
First Authentic History of the Fall of 
‘the Man of Blood and lron=Work of 
‘the Conspirators from Arnim and the 
Empress Augusta to Waldersee and 
WindthorsteInterview in Which, Will- 
iam Was Told to Mind His Own Business. 
New York Sun: Just twenty years have 
passed since Count Harry von Arnim, the 
ablest of Gerinaii Ambassadors, the protégé 
of Emperor William and Empress Augusta, 
the eandidate of the Prussian aristocracy for 
Bismarck’s place in the Chancellor’s palace, 
was dismissed from his high diplomatic post 
in Paris. He was dismissed in disfavor Feb. 
»? and Oct. 4 he was arrested as a common 
felon and was locked up in a.Berlin jail. A 
few days later he sat on the prisoner’s bench 
of the City Court, with all Germany’s great 
jurists assembled for the defense and the 
prosecution. ‘‘ And Count Arnim stands at 
the bar of the City Court,’’ wrote old War 


Minister Count von Roon in enumerating the | 


signs that the political deluge was at hand, It 
was as if Sir Robert Morier had been ar- 
taigned in the Old Bailey’ or John Lothrop 
Motley had been forced to plead at the bar of 
the ‘fombs, 

“The principal offenses charged against Ar- 
him were that he had stolen official docu- 
inents from the German émbassay in_ Paris 
and had published parts of them, He did 
both, as was shown at the trial. He had been 
deprived of his post in Paris because he had 
¢omnitted the famous offense of * making 
opposition” to Bismarck. ‘* Making oppost- 
tion ’’ was then a dragnet phrase in German 
politics, and under Bismarck it was often 
made as tatal to Ambassadors, courtiers, and 
Cubinet Ministersas “ gross misdemeanor ”’ 
or ** lése majesté” is to. German editors and 
Socialist politicians. Bismarck had 
Arnim too versatile, too independent, and too 
much prone toappeal from the Chancellery to 
the throne. Eventually the Chancellor found 
Arnim, too slow in negotiating the last pay- 
ment of the French war indemnity. Answers 
to his inquiries convinced him that Arnim had 
delayed negotiations tor the purpose of profit- 
ing faoms & stock Speculation which he and 
Baron de Hirsch had undertaken. He told the 
Emperor ali this. and then complained of 
Arnim’s insubordination so incessantly that 
William I. finaliy |lost confidence in his’ pro- 
Arnim took with him 
from Paris; the official records which he 
thought would justify his opposition to Bis- 
marck. As soon us he reached home he be- 
gan publishing articles written from them. 
The time was ripe for Bismarck to make one 
of his ** terrible examples,” that others might 
be warned of the periis of making opposition. 
Thus it came that Count Harry von Arnim 
sat as prisoner in a criminal court. He was 
found guilty, and on appeal was sentenced to 
nine ‘nenths’ imprisonment. He fled to Aus- 
trix. and there he published more revelations 
concerning the Berlin Foreign Office and 
more denunciations of Bismarck. He was 
sentenced by a German court to five years’ 
penal servitude, but he remained in exile be- 
yond the arm of German law until his death. 

Count Harry von Arnim and his imperial 
patron and patroness are dead. The jurists 
who conducted those famous trials are gone 
or forgotten. Bismarck alone of all the fight- 
ers of tliose stormy days is still before the 
worid, and he has at last consented to let the 
world know moge of the motives that lay be- 
hind the recall and the relentless prosecution 
of his only rival. This he has done through 
the new work of Dr. Hans Blum, ‘** The Ger- 
man Empire; in the Times of Bismarck.” 
In the preface to this work Blum says: 
* Prince Bismarck allowed the author to ques- 
tion him personally and oraliy concerning 
the events and circumstances in the period 
treated in the following pages, and he per- 
eonally and orally gavein response full an- 
swers and explanations.” The proofs of 
Blum ’s. book were submitted to Bismarck for 
criticism with the request that he strike out 
whatever he found to be incorrect. Bluin’s 
book, therefore, is regarded as the nearest 
approach to Bismarck’s memoirs that is possi- 
ble before the memoirs themselves be pub- 
lished. It has stirred thedry boues of German 
history and roused all the German editors to 

accusing, denying, denouncing, and defending 
ax bitterly as they did in days when Bismarck 
was crushing his enemies. Count Henning 
von Arhim, Count Harry's son, demanded that 
Bismarck retract part of the statements in 
Blum’s book, Bismarck ignored the letter, 
which was then published at Arnim’s request 
in the Berlin and Vienma dailies and the 7imes 
and Standard in London. The letter closed 
with the threat that Count Arnim would take 
other steps in case Prince Bismarck persisted 
in refusmg to retract. Thus, before any 
translator has had time to publish Blum’s 
book abroad, the whole. world has been in- 
formed that the old conflict between Bismarck 
and the Arnim family has become once more 
a question of the day. 

The scorching review of the Arnim case, as 

explained, by Blum and Bismarck, has revived 
in Germany the strife of twenty years ago, 
and all the old crowd of stiff-necked Prussian 
noble:nen, Radicals, Socialists, and Guelphs 
The 
headline, ‘“‘Arnim Contra Bismarck,"’ or “ Bis- 
marck Contra Arnim,” again stands daily in 
the first column of the first newspaper page. 
Foreigners, however, are not likely to find so 
much interest in the questions whether Arnim 
subordinated his diplomatic business to spec- 
ulations with Baron de Hirsch, whether he 
was rebellious against his chief's authority, 
whether he was untrustworthy, insolent, and 
intriguing. The main point of interest in the 
Arnim case, as related by Bismarck through 
Blum, is that Arnim is revealed as the head of 
the tirst great conspiracy to overthrow Bis- 
marck—qof a conspiracy encouraged by the 
Empress Augusta, aided substantially by the 
high Conservative and Catholic noble- 
men ati court, supported by the Cler.- 
ical, Guelph, Socialist, and Polish lead- 
ers in| the Reichstag, and represented in the 
press by the ultra-Conservative Kreuzzeitung 
and the Catholic Germania, as well a3 by a 
special organ, the Reichsglochke,. which was 
published merely to slander Bismarck, This 
conspitacy was crushed repeatedly, but was 
always revived the moment Bismarck’s heavy 
hand was removed from its leaders. For each 
of its varying forms Bismarck had a special 
naine which has kecome classical in the Ger- 
man political lingo. One of the names was 
“feminine undercurrents”’; another, “ mili- 
tary inundations’’: others, ** official insubor.- 
dination,” ‘‘anti-imperial opposition,” ‘hos- 
tile aspirations at court,’”’ and soon. All the 
conspiracies which gave rise to this terminol- 
ogy are described with frankness in the B!um- 
‘Bismarck book. 

Few of the original conspirators lived to 
see their cause triumph, Ludwig Windthorst, 
the Clerical leader, was perhaps the only one 
of them who could say that he dealt a decis- 
ive blow to the great man at the last—that he 
was fairly in at the death. The course of the 
conspiracy against Bismarck after he had 
crushed “Arnim is traced carefully by the 
Prince with the pdn of his’ new biographer. 
In fact, a German would call the narra.

and to whisper to him stories of istnarck’s 
arbitrariness and arrogance. Minister von 
Boetticher worked unceasingly for their 
cause, “If your Majesty aspire to be like 
Frederick the Great.’ he said to the young 
Emperor, “ you must get tid of Prince Bis- 
marek,” 

Between Waldersee and Boetticher and their 
parties at court the Emperor was intluenced 
gradually to associate withthe men whom 
Prinee Bismarck had always found his most 
bitter antagonists, notably with the Clerical 
nobility, who, as Bismarck said bitterly, had 
obtained by their “* back-stairs politics ’’ great 
influence over his Majesty. Then came the 
labor rescripts which Bismarck edited al- 
though he did not approve of them and the 
International Labor conference, which was 
called at his suggestion. The appointment 
of Herr von Berlepsch to be Minister of Com- 
merce in Bismarck’s stead was another sign 
of the Emperor’s waning confidence, but, 
according to the Bluin-Bismarck narrative, 
it was comparatively insignificant. Such in- 
cidents had become numerous in the winter 
of 1889-90. 

The work of the Bismarck haters at court 
did not begin to produce great resuits until 
the end of February, 1890. The new Reichs- 
tag had. been elected. To obtain free hand in 
rallying his majority the Prince felt that he 
must be relieved of the worry and uncertainty 
caused him by the backbiting of Boetticher 
and other members of the Prussian Cabinet. 
He decided that, according to the order is- 
sued by King Frederick William IV, in 1862, 
the other Ministers must communicate 
officially with his Majesty only through 
the Prussian Premier or Imperial Chancellor; 
in other words, only through himself. 
His decision was supported in general by 
the Constitution;in particular, by the royal 
order of 1852. The Emperor objected to 
Bisinarck’s decision. He wished to abolish 
the royal order, but was unable to do so, as 
Bismarck refused to give. his indorsement. 
The conflict on this point became steadily 
keener between Feb. 20 and March 1. What 
followed may best be told in Blum’s words, 
for they give the first complete and authorized 
account of the old Chancellor’s fall. 

‘March 1 the Imperial Chageellor gave 
Deputy Windthorst (leader of the Clericals) a 
long audience. It is not improbable that the 
defeated Clerical leader offered Prince Bis- 
marck the support of the Ultramontane party 
in exchange for certain services, and that this 
support was to be available to the Prince in 
his differences with his imperial master. 
Equally well founded is the assumption that 
Windthorst did not obtain the desired answer 
from Prince Bismarck. Almost immediately 
there was given out an account of this inter- 
view which certainly would not have become 
known if Windthorst had arranged the agree- 
ment which he had proposed. Moreover, the 
accepted account of the interview was for the 
most part untrue, and the true and untrue de- 
tails were so mingled as to drive the Em- 
peror to an immediate rupture of his rela- 
tions with the Chancellor. Thus it was re- 
ported falsely that Prince Bismarck had in- 
vited the Clerical leader to a confidential in- 
terview, while, on the other hand, Windthorst 
had sought, through Herr von Bleichroder, the 
privilege of an audience. It was said also 
that the question of the Guelph Fund was dis- 
cussed at the interview,’which was not the case. 
One thing is certain—that. the persons who 
were working for Bismarck’s dismissal (and 
since the failure of his negotiations Wind- 
thorst was one of the foremost of them) took 
pains to bring the substance of the interview 
to the Emperor’s knowledge, only with a false 
coloring which left the impression that the 
Chancellor had not been disinclined to make 
an alliance with the Clericals against the Ens 
peror. Only thus can what followed be ex- 
plained. 

‘* As soon as the Emperor received this in- 

formation he sent Herr von Lucanus, Chief of 
the Civil Cabinet, with the command: ‘ The 
Emperor demands from Prince Bismarck that 
he shall give the Emperor previous notice 
whenever he is to receive Deputies for the 
eee of discussing politics with them.’ 
“rince Bismarck replied substantially thus: 
‘He begged to say to his Majesty that he 
allowed nobody to assume command over his 
own. house.’. Then, on March 15, very early 
in the morning, the Emperor himself ap- 
peared while Prince Bismarck was still in 
bed. Prince Bismarek dressed quickly and 
went to him, The monarch asked the 
Prince excitedly what his negotiations with 
Windthorst meant. Bismarck replied that 
the interview coneerned private matters. The 
Emperor then said with emphasis that he had 
the right to be informed in advance of nego- 
tiations between his Chancellor and a party 
leader like Windthorst. This remark Bis- 
marck retuted with the declaration that he did 
not allow anybody to regulate his intercourse 
with Deputies or give orders for his house- 
hold. The scene continued thus: 

‘“*Not even if 1, as your sovereign, com- 
mand you?’ cried out the Emperor in excite- 
ment. 

‘** The commands of my master cease at my 
wife’s threshold,’ replied Bismarck, firmly. 
Then he added that only owing to his promise 
to Emperor William I, to serve his grandson 
did he retain his office. He was ready and 
willing, however, to retire at once if he was 
not agreeable to the Emperor. 

‘Early the morning of March 17 the Em- 
peror sent Gen. von Hahncke, chief of his 
military Cabinet, with the commission: ‘The 
Emperor expects.the Prince’s request to be 
allowed to retire.’ Bismarck answered the 
General substautially in these words: 

*** He would regard his conduct from the 
purely political point of view as entirely con- 
scienceless, both toward the Emperor and the 
empire, were he to desert his post at that 
time. Moreover, if he asked to be retired he 
would give a false historical impression of the 
actual state of affairs. It was within the Em- 
peror’s power to dismiss himn at any time. 
The Emperor of Austria was accustomed to 
say when he wished to be rid of a Minister: 
‘*We have decided to relieve this or that man 
of his offices."’ He, Bismarck, could not con- 
sent to close his political career with an act 
whose consequences he must regard as the 
greatest misfortune which could overtake our 
peaple.’ 

‘*After Gen, von Hahncke had been thus 
dismissed there appeared on the same day the 
chief of the civil Cabinet,’ Von Lucanus, 
with the direct command of the Emperor 
that Bismarck submit his resignation before a 
certain hour. This was not the only commis- 
sion, however. The Emperor's negotiator in- 
formed the Prince that the Emperor offered 
to make him Duke of Lauenburg. To this 
Prince Bismarck replied: ‘I might have been 
that long ago if I had cared for it.” Herr von 
Lucanus thought that he might also give the 
assurance that the Emperor would pledge 
himself to grant the Prince sufficient monéy 
to support properly his ducal rank. The 
Prince rejected this offer decidedly, saying 
substantially: ‘I have such a career behind 
me that I can hardly be expected to close it 
running aftera gratuity like a mail carrier 
on New- Year's day.’ 

‘** Of course, Prince Bismarck had nothing 
to say against the Emperor’s definite com- 
mand, communicated by Lucanus, that he 
should and must hand in his request to be re- 
tired He did not feel now even those con- 
scientious scruples which he had communi- 
cated to Gen. von Hahncke and which the 
Emperor in the consciousness of his own 
political talents must have considered entirely 
insignificant, as he still persisted in retiring 
Bismarck. After receiving this distinct com- 
mand the Prince had the feeling that he might 
better be ‘ well out of it.’ He objected only 
to the order that he should prepare in a few 
hours the puper which the Emperor demanded 
ofhim. He told Herr von Lucanus he was 
willing to sign his dismissal at once, but for 
his request to be dismissed, which would be 
the last state paper of a Minister who had 
mre a somewhat meritorious part in 

russian and German history, he must have 
more time. That much he owed to history. 
He felt that history must know why he was 
dismissed. | 

** Prince Bismarck wrote March 18 and 148 
an autograph communication to the Emperor 
in which he analyzed the political situation 
and the motives which, despite his age and the 
state of his health, would have prevented him 
from retirmg had he not received the Em- 
peror’s explicit command. . . . This so- 
called request to be dismissed contained, in 
fact, the reasons why it was almost absolutely 
necessary to keep Bismarck in office. That 
these reasons were presented with ali the con- 
vincing and persuasive power of a Bismarck- 
ian state paper may be inferred from _ the 
great emphasis which Bismarck attached to 
its preparation. This inference becomes 
virtually a certainty in view of the fact that 
whenever the leaders of the new régime have 
attacked Bismarck he has always demanded, 
though in vain, that they publish his memor- 
ial of March 18, 1890. must have had

ing of Bismarck and the Emperor is barely 
mentioned by Bluin, who eloses his account 
of Bismarck’s last call at the castle with these 
words: ** What the Emperor said to the Prince

The last chapter of Blum’s book is devoted 
to the new--régime. It breathes fire and 
slaughter. After reading it most persons are 
likely to agree that if the new Chancellor 
were ever to conduct an opposition newspaper 
in Hamburg and the old one were to sit again 
in the Chancellery, there would be another 
state case not less sensational than the trial of 
Count Harry von Arnim. 


EXTENDING MILITARY INSTRUCTION, 


Ex-President Harrison Advocates the Study 
in All Schools for Boys. 

The Century: Resolutions were adopted on 
Aug. 4, 1893, by Lafayette Post (New York) 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, in which 
ground was taken in favor of military in- 
struction in public and private schools. A 
committee consisting of Messrs. E. L. Zalin- 
ski, Floyd Clarkson, and Joseph J. Little 
suggested that resalutions bé submitted to the 
twenty-seventh annual encampment of the 
Grand Army in behalf of the post. This was 
done, and these resolutions were adopted by 
the Grand Army as follows: 

Wuereas, The policy of the United States 
in maintaining a small standing army leaves 
the defense of the country in time of war to 
rest upon hasty levies of volunteers: and 

WHEREAS, , The rapidity with which wars 
progress in modern times has reduced the 
time available for the instruction of such 
levies to a very brief period; and 

_Wuereas, The Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic recognizes the importance of making ade- 
quate provision. for the formation of an ef- 
fective force which will, after its members 
have passed away, fill the places which they 
once occupied in the ranks of the defenders of 
our country: and 

WHEREAS, This force, under the peculiar in- 
stitutions of this country, can best be obtained 


by givmg tothe youths at school a — 


nary military training which they will carry 
through life, and which will be of substantial 
benefit to them, physically and mentally, in 
the pursuits of peace; and it is therefore desir- 
able that all American youths should receive 
military instruction at the earliest practicable 
age; and 

Wuereas, The Grand Army of the Republic 
has been foremost in the patriotic work of in- 
culeating a spirit of. loyalty and devotion to 
our flag and country; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic cordially indorse the 
language of Comrade Benjamin Harrison, 
addressed to the National Association of 
Teachers, that ‘the strength and defense of 
our institutions, not only in peace but in war, 
is to be found in the young of the land who 
have received from the lips of patriotic 
teachers the story of the sacrifice which our 
fathers made to establish our civil institutions, 
and which their sons have repeated on hun- 
dreds of battlefields. The organized army of 
the United States, even if we include the 
militia of the States, is of insignificant pro- 
portions when put in contrast with the armies 
of the other great powers of the world. Our 
strength is not in these; it isin the great re- 
serve to be found in the instructed young of 
no who come to its defense in time of 

ril, 

Resolved, That this twenty-seventh annual 
natioval encampment is of the opinion that 
the Grand Army of the Republic takes a deep 
interest in all efforts to provide for the future 
defense of the country, and that it recom- 
mends an organized effort to impress upon 
the various municipa!, State, and national au- 
thorities the advisability of the adoption of a 
system by which scholars attending the public 
and private schools, as. well as the high 
schools and colleges, shall receive instruction 
in military matters, and to impress upon the 
rising generation of the country the fact that, 
as American,citizens, itis their duty to bring 
to the defense of their country, in its need, 
the education which they may have received 
in this particular in their youthful days. 

Resolved, That it is the recommendation of 
this national encampment that the Depart- 
ment Commanders give especial attention to 
the accomplishment of this object through a 
staff officer, and that the posts in the various 
cities, towns, and villages, by committees, 
public meetings, and other means, give their 
earnest codperation and support in securing 
necessary legisiative, municipal, and school 
board action, as well as to obtain, where re- 
quired, national aid by provision of arms, 
equipments, and instructors, 

On aceount of the above reference to ex- 
President Harrison the editor of the Century 
communicatei with Mr. Harrison and asked 
him whether he had anything to eay further 
publicly as to the expediency of the prgposed 
plan, and in reply the following cotneiiaaan. 
tion has been received for publication: 

You ask my opinion of the suggestion of 
Lafayette Post, G. A. R., of New York City 
that military instruction and drill be used in 
all schools for boys. It is good in every as- 
pect of it—good for the boys, good for the 
schools, and good forthe country. A free, 
erect, graceful carriage of the body is an 
acquisition and a delight. It has a value in 
commerce as wellasin war. Arms and legs 
are distressing appendages to a boy under 
observation until he has been taught the 
use of them in repose. The chin is too 
neighborly with the chest, and the eyes find 
the floor too soon; they need to have the fif- 
teen paces marked off. The sluggish need to 
be quickened, and the quick taught to stand, 
the willful to have no will, and all to observe 
fast. The disputatious need to learn that there 
are conditions where debate is inadmissible; 
the power and beauty there is in a company— 
moved by one man and as one man, Athletic 
sports have their,due, perhaps-undue, atten- 
tion in most of the colleges and high schools; 
but in the graded sthools within my observa- 
tion exercise is casual and undirected, None 
of these exercises or sports 1s, however, a sub- 
stitute for military drill; and someof them 
create a new need for it. A good oarsman 
need not to be erect or graceful; a good arm 
and plenty of wind meet his needs, The 
champion “ cyclist’’ is not apt to have square 
shoulders. The football captain is so padded 
that a safe judgmentcan hardly be formed as 
to his natural * fines’’; buta good leg and 
momentum seem to mé—a non-expett—to be 
his distinctive marks. In baseball the pitcher 
seems, to an occasional observer, to have 
parted with all his natural grace to endow the 
curved ball, 

A riilitary drill develops the whole man, 
head, chest, arms, and legs, proportionately ; 
and so promotes symmetry and corrects the 
excesses of other forms of exercise, It teaches 
quickness of eye and ear, hand and foot; 
qualifies men to step and act in unison; 
teaches subordination, and, best of all, quali- 
fies a man to serve hiscountry. The flag now 
generally floats above the schoolhouse, and 
what more appropriate than that the boys 
should be instructed in the defense of it? It 
will not lower their grade-marks in their book 
recitations. 1am sure. If rightly used it will 
wake them up, make them more healthy, de- 
velop their pride, and promote school order. 
In the Centennial parades in New York, in 
April, 1889, the best marching I saw was that 
of some of your school children. The align- 
ment of the company front was better than 
that of the regulars or of the Seventh Regi- 
ment. 

If all the schoolboys of the North had, 
from 1830 on, been instructed in the schools 
of the soldier and of the company, and in the 
manual of arms, how much precious time 
would have been saved in organizing the 
Union army in 1861. We were in a low 
state asa people in military kaowledge and 
training when the great civil war broke out. 
Volunteers in plenty, but few soldiers. I 
well remember how hard it was for me to 
learn which was the right of the company, 
and to understand why it continued to be 
the right when the 
made it the left; how we had, 
in 1862, tosend to a distant city to finda 
drillmaster competent to instruct the com- 
pany officers, not one of: whom could go 
through the manual of arms; and how the 
regiment, after a few half-learned lessons in 
the company drill, was sent to the seat of war 
with guns which they had never loaded or 
fired, Fortunately the men had the American 
adaptability and quickness and our adversary 
only a little better preparation. It will not 
be safe to allow war to come upon us agein in 
that state,for war’s pace has greatly quick- 
ened, and the arms of precision 
now in use call for a trained soldier. 
Under our System we will never have 
a large standing army, and our strength and 
safety are in a general dissemination of mili- 
tary knowledge and training among the peo- 

le. What the man and citizen ought to 

now in order to the full discharge of his 
duty to his country should be imparted to 
the boy. Nothing will so much aid to enlarge 
our State militia and to give it efficiency and

- Searcely a paper of im- 
portance in the country but has printed more 
or less about her daring speculations in stocks, 
bonds, and real estate, her eccentricities of 
dress, her economical method of living, her 
extraordinary desire to avoid newspaper 
publicity, her apparent ignorance of the truth 
that her eccentricities and her great wealth 
make her a shining object of public curiosity.

A share of that money large enough to sat- 
isfy most people is invested in buildings and 
real estate in and near Chicago.

Her present residence, says the World, is a

It is a four-story old-fashioned house, 
with five rooms on each floor, the prices of 
which range from $12 a week down to $7. 
The lowest priced room in the rear hall is a 
bedroom and this is Mrs. Green’s.

METROPOLITAN “L” ROUTE NOT CHANGED 


Officials Say the Road Will Not Reach for 
a Madison Street Line. 

‘* After an outlay of nearly $500,000 on 
right of way and structure,” said an official of 
the Metropolitan L road yesterday, ** it is not 
at all likely that we would now be trying to 
change our route. There would be no object 
in domg that. We are not thinking of getting 
~over oato Madison street.”’ 

This was his reply to questions regarding a 
published report to the effect that a West 
Side real estate firm had been retained to se- 
cure the consent of property-owners fora 
right of way on Madison street west of Forty- 
eighth street. Maj. E. L. Harkness, condem- 
nation attorney for the Metropolitan L com- 
pany, also denied the truth of the report. He 
thought that if there was any such plan in 
contemplation he would know something 


about it. 
‘“‘The fact is,’ continued Maj. Harkness, 


‘‘we are at present devoting all our efforts 


towards securing a right of way for the pro- 
posed northwest branch from a point on the 
main line between Paulina and Wood streets, 
north to Milwaukee avenue, thence northwest 
to Logan square, About. one mile and a half 
of the property taken has been paid for, and 
we are now getting ready to vommence con- 
demnation proceedings near Milwaukee av- 
enue, where Wood street makes a turn ane 
runs off at an angle to the northeast.”’ 

It was learned that just as soon as the main 
line is -completed from Clinton to Forty- 
eighth street the company intends to put on a 
| number of trains aud run them for the pur- 
pose of showing the people that the presence 
of such an improvement will not do such 
damage to their property as many seem to 
think it will. 

With this end in view work is being pushed 
on the construction of the road. The frayfe 
portion of the structure is all up now with the 
exception of two short gaps, one at Center 
avenue, in which Mr. Yerkes stands as the 
obstacle, and the other down near Clinton 
street. Supersedeas proceedings.brought by 
Mr. Yerkes are nding in the courts, but 
eannot be heard before March 1. After that 
date it is the intention of the company to 
bring the case to trial on its merits. 

The main line is not likely to be extended 
beyond Forty-eighth street for some time. 
Not until the contemplated branch lines are 
well under way and the down-town end is 
completed through te the Fifth avenue ter- 
minus. There is to be a branch from the 
northwest stem running parallel with North 
avenue west to and beyond Humboldt Park, 
on which work will be commenced simultane- 
ously with the branch that is to parallel Mil- 
waukee avenue from Wood street to Logan 
Square. 

“After this part of the system is completed 
attention will be given to the  de- 
sire for rapid transit of those in the 
southwest part of the city. A southwest 
branch will be started at the junction of the 
main and nerthwest tracks extended directly 
south to the alley between Twenty-first and 
Twenty-second streets, thence west to Doug- 
las Park. The people living. in that section 

are, it is said, anxious to have the road built. 
Siow-going horse cars are the only means, so 
far as street railway transportation is. con- 
cerned, of getting to and from the down-town 

business district. 

The most difficult portion of the Metropoli- 
tam ‘‘ L,”’ plans yet to be carried out is the set- 
tlement of damages for right of way across 
the river and through the wholesale section 
between the river and Fifth avenue, where it 
is desired to locate the down-town terminus. 
But this difficulty, it is claimed. will be over- 
come as rapidly as the courts can be induced 
to hear and dispose of condemnation pro- 
ceedings. Having the means with which to 
pay damages as fast as they are assessed, the 
company has an advantage that carries con- 
siderable weight. 

In the meantime more than five miles of 
the main line will be completed without delay 
and put into operation. By the time one force 
of workmen commence putting down the 
tracks another force will be ready to begin 
metpor yg 2 the stations. An order has been 
placed for a certain number of engines and 
cars to be delivered early next summer. 

Regarding the question of adopting electric- 
8 as the motive power on the Metropolitan 

aj. Harkness had this to say: ‘ Of course 
every electric company in this country of any 
importance is trying to induce our directors 
‘hey are considering the 
question, but as yet have reached no conclu- 
sions. In fact, ldo not think pa have gone 
into the details of the subject at all.”’

‘The Controller Thinks $1 
Which $9,587,427 Is for Municipal 
Purposes Proper, fs Sufficient to Meet 
the City’s NeedseKteckiess Estimates 
by Heads of Departments Criticised 
Sharply—Judgments Should Be Met= 
Report Goes to Finance Committee. 

Controller Ackerman submitted his esti- 
mates for the maintenance of the municipal 
departments for the next year to the C ouncil 
last evening. The total, including the esti 
mates for the schools and the public library, 
is $16,042,702. Of this $9,587,427 is for 
municipal purposes proper. Mr. Ackerman 
prefaces the estimate with an explanation of 
some of the increases. He says, in refer- 
ence to the appropriation for the Public 

Works Department, many of the items for 

which an appropriation is asked are for works 

that have already been ordered by the Coun- 
cil but delayed for want of means. The 
amount asked for the Fire Department is in 
excess of last year, owing to the extension of 
area by &’nnexation. The Healih Department 
estimates include the Milk Inspection Depart- 
ment; also an appropriation for an additional

But the estimate, notwith- 
standing, only exceeds that of  iluast 

ear by $215. The appropriation for gas 
lighting made last year ($420,000) was not 
sufficient to meet the requirements of the 
city and nothing was included inthe appro- 
priation for repair bills.

It is 
evident that a)|more liberal appropriation 
must be made far this important branch of 
service. The Board of Education estimates 
are in excess of last year on account of an in- 
crease in school |accommedations.

Shenld Not Be in Debt. 


They seem to regard an appropriation as 
conclusive authority to incur obligations, 
Each department head, after sending in his 
estimate for the year, should carefully gauge 
his expenditures to see that they do not ex- 
ceed that estimate. This has not been done 
in the past, and the result has been that at the 
end of the year the appropriation is largely 
overdrawn and no means are available to pay 
debts contracted. These obligations, which 
cannot be ignored, are carried over to the 
next year, increasing the burden, Six of the 
department appropriations made for the 
year 1893 #£are_ already ¥ overdrawn, 
while a number of obligations con- 
tracted in that year remain unpaid. 
Our estimated income for the year 1893 was 
$9,026,335: our actual receipts for that year 
were $8,549,184, showing an overestimate 
on this account of $447,150. Upon this esti- 
mate appropriations were made, and many 
of the obligations incurred under it will 
necessarily have to be brought forward in 
1894, without adequate provision for their 
payment. It is evident that the amount 
raised by taxation on the present basis of tax 
levy is entirely insufficient to meet the cur- 
rent expenses of the city government. The 
city should at the end of the year have a bal- 
ance instead of being in debt, as tardy pay- 
ments are demoralizing and not economical, 

“Another bad feature in connection with the 
running of our finances so low is the effect 
upon the market value of our bonds. The 4 
per cent gold bonds ofa city with $2,000,- 
000,000 of property and only $20,000,000 
of debt should not be selling at par. but capi- 
tallis timid and the unfounded reports that 
have gone out as to our financial stringency 
have worked injury to our credit. Toa 
‘What we need, as in the case of any private 
manufacturing corporation, is working capi- 
tal; The best interests of the city are held in 
jeopardy by the objectionable financial tac- 
tics to which we are constantly compelled to 
resort, There are now outstanding claims 
against the city for judgments for a large 
amount obtained during the last eight years 
by sundry persons on various accounts bear- 
Ang interest.’ 

Finally Mr. Ackerman urges that the 
amount estimated for the judgment account 
be not stricken out or materially changed.

Assertion That Thomson-Houston Com- 


pany Cannot Draw Out. 

First Vice-President Eugene Griffin of the 
General Electric company said yesterday that 
in his opinion there was nothing in the report 
that the ‘TThomson-Houston company would 
withdraw from the former organization. Dis- 
patches were printed in yesterday’s papers to 
the effect that the Thomson-Houston com- 
pany was so dissatisfied with the closing of 
its plant at Lynn, Mass., and with other mat- 
ters concerning its relations with the General 
company that it proposed to cut loose. A 
war in electrical industries was predicted as a 
consequence of this move, “The report is 
nota new one,” said Capt. Griffin, “and 
I think it a groundless rumor for the reason 
that the Thomson-Houston company cannot 
withdraw. The General Electric company 
was organized for the purpose of absorbing 
the Thomson-Houston and other companies. 
The stock of the Thomson-Houston is held by 
the General company and its permission would 
have to be obtained before the former could 
draw out. Prof. Thotngon is not connected 
with the selling department of the Thomson- 
Houston or this company. His arrangement 
with us is similar to that of Edison’s. He re- 
ceives a salary for working out new ideas in 
the electrical field and has a laboratory in the 
works at Lynn.
